A Bill further to amend the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 
WITEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Code of Criminal Procedure , 
1898 ( V of 1898 ) ; 

It is hereby onucted as follows : 

1. short title , extent and commencement. - ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Code of Criminal Procedure (Amendment) Act , 194 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Gazette of 
India 

(3 ) It shall extend to the whole of the Dominion of India inoluding Indian 
States , 

2. Insertion of new Chapter XXIV in Schedule II to Act y of 1898 . - After 
Chapter XXII in Schedule IT to the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 ( V 
of 1898), the following new Chapter shall be inserted namely : 

" CHAPTER XXIV

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
· The object of this amendment is to protect the agricultural animals . India 
being an agricultural country , is running short of food materials . Cows, bulls , 
bullocks being the only motive -force of Indian agricultural implements , the 
animals should be spared from slaughtering . Hence legislation of this nature 
je not only the necessity but a just and economio domand of time.

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L . A . BILL No . 59 OF 1947 
A Bill further to amend the Indian Bar Councils Act, 1926 , and the Legal 

Praotitioners Act, 1879 
WHEREAS it is expedient further to umend the Indian Bar Councils Act , 1926 
(XXXVIII of 1926 ), and the Legul Practitioners Act, 1879 (XVIII of 1879 ),

It is hereby enacted us follows : 

1 . Short title . -- This Act may be called the Indian Bar Councils and the 
Legal Practitioners ( Ainendment) Act , 194 . 

2 . Amendment of Section 10 , Act XXXVIII of 1926 . - To sub -section ( 1 ) of 
section 10 of the Indian Bar Councils Act, 1926 (XXXVIII of 1926 ), the follow 
ing explanations shull be added , namely : 

" Explanation (i). — The holding of any political opinion or the expression of 
it in uny form or act provided it does not involve violence and incitement to or 
abatement of violence is not misconduct under this sub - section . 

Explanation (ii ). - Conviction under any law or Ordinance , general, special, 
local or otherwise , or under any rules , including conviction under section 124 - A 
of the Indian Penal Code (XLV of 1860 ), for any political offence where the 
person convicted is not found guilty of violence or inciternent to or abatement 
of violence is no proof of misconduct ." 

8 . Insertion of new section 18A in Act XVIII of 1879 . – After soction 18 of 
the Legal Practitioners Aot, 1879 (XVIII of 1879 ), the following now section 
shall be ingerted , namely : 

" 18A . Notwithstanding anything contained in sections 12 and 19 , no pleader 
or mukhtar holding a certificate as aforesaid shall be liablo to be proceedod 
against or punished under those sections for holding any political opinion or 
for expressing it in any form or act , provided it does not involve violence or 
incitement to or abatement of violence, nor for having been convicted under 
section 124 - A of the Indian Penal Code (XLV of 1860 ) or under any general, 
special or local law or ordinance or under any rules , if he has not been found 
guilty of violence , or incitement to or abatement of violence . " 

4 . Provision for restoration of a legal practitioner to his former status, -- Any 
advocate , pleader or mukhtar against whom any proceedings or disciplinary 
action have been taken under the Indian Bar Councils Act , 1926 (XXXVIII of 
1926 ), or the Legal Practitioners Act, 1879 (XVIII of 1879 ), before the com 
mencement of this Act , may within one year from the commencement of this 
Act apply to have the procoedings dropped or the disciplinary Action set 
agide ; and if it is proved that such proceedings or disciplinary action could not 
have been taken if this Act were at that time in foron , the proceedings shall be 
dropped and the disciplinary action set aside forthwith , and the person restored 
to his former status. 


STATEMENT OF OBJFOTS AND REASONS 
There havo recently come before the Courts mans cases in which legal practi 
tioners who were convicted of offences under such emergency ordinances like 
the Defence of India Rules for their political Activities were debarred , in epite 
of their admittedly high character and professional integrity and in spite of the 
fact that the offences did not involve violepre. In a recent case in the Madras 
High Court the entire Bar of the country gave the opinion that acts which did 
not involve violence did not amount to moral turpitude ; but the Court repri 
manded the advocate . The opinion of the gateral High Courts are not uniform 
on this subject . The Caloutta High Court has held that such non - violent poli 
tical activities did not amount to defect of character . Public opinion as also the 
considered opinion of the legal profession in the country is against striking aw 
verg off the Rolle for their non -vinlent political activities . In the course of a 
country s struggle for freedom and in view of the impending constitutional 
changes in the country, all citizens including lawyers should be free to serve 
without fear or favour. It is very often the more that persona ho have been 
imprisoned for their political opinions or activities arn norenng of noble character 
and are the chosen leaders of the people , ragnarfod and honoured . Some of 
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these are even culled to lill high posts of lionour and responsibility on political 
changes occurring in the country . The administration of law and justice stul 
tries itself by procecding against such persons. This amendment has long been 
felt necessary . Even in the last assembly a Bill was introduced for the pur 
pose. The proposed amendment secks to bring the law into conformity with 
the progressive ideas of the people .

2 The Criminal Trihes Act , 1924 (VI of 1924 ) is hereby repealed . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
. The ( riminal Tribi s Act, 1924 , is oppiessive and inhuman . Intead of 
iinproving the morale of the backuard comunities , it has the tendency to 
make them deteriorate mentally and morally . The Act is a hlot on the statute 
book and should not be allowed to stand in it any moro .

A Bill further to amend the Indian Insurance Act, 1988 
WHEREA8 it is expedient further to amend the Insurance Act , 1938 ( IV of 
1088 ) for the purpose bereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : - - 

1 . Short title . This Act shall be called the Insuranco (Amendment) 
Act , 194 , 

2 . Amendment of section 4 , Act IV of 1938 . - In sub - section (1) of section 4 
for the words beginning with the words " No Ingurer and ending with the 
words " shall pay " the wordg and figures " No Insurer , not being a Co -operative 
Life Insurance Society to which Part IV of this Act applies , shall pay " shall 
be substituted , 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Co -operative Taburance Societies were started mainly to help perBODA 
of small means , both in rural and urban areas . The Insurance Societies are 
Inkuring lives for Rs. 1 , 000 and upwards. It is not within the means of ordi. 
nary ryota and artisans , labourers and lower middle classes to make the 
requisite payment for policies of l?e 1000 and upwards . So the Co -oporativo 
Life Insurance Societies which were formed to cater to the needs of these people 
were exempted from the rulo , restricting Insurance to Rs 500 and above which 
was raised in 1946 to Re, 1, 000 and upwards for Insurance Societies . In the 
year 1946 when the amending Bill was before the Indian Legislative Assembly , 
this exemption was sought to be amplifed ; but hy a mistake the actual amend 
ment that WAN passed took away the exemption by an incorrect wording 
of section 5A (i) of the Amending Act . The Insurance Amendment 
Bill introduced by the Government in 1947 recognised the mistake and wanted 
to rectify it hy giving power to the Governrnent to evemnt the Co -operative 
Life Assurance Societies . The Select Committee which has reported on this 
Bill has made the following recommendation 

Clause 4 - “ We consider that all Co -onerntita Tifr Insurance Socie 
ties to which Part IV of the Act antilies should be evemnt from the 
minimum limits Inid down in cuboration it nf caption and the position 
of such Societies should be re it was hefore the Inaurance (Amendment ) 
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Act , 1946. Section 6 (a ) (i) of that Açt appears to have been incorrectly 

worded , and we have revised clause 4 in order to rectify this error, " 
and revised section 4 (i) as below : 

" 4 . Amendment of section 4 , Act IV of 1988 . - In sub - section (i) of 
section 4 of the said Act, for the words beginning with the words No 
Insurer and ending with the words shall pay the words and figure 
No Insurer , not being a Co -operativo Life Insurance Sorriety to which 
Part IV of this Act upplie4 , shall pay shall be substituted . " 

On account of the change made in 1946 , the transactions in the Co -operative 
Insurance Socioties have been seriously affected and the poorer section of the 
community have been deprived of the benefits of Insurance which were supplied 
by these Co-operative Insurance Societies . In the interests of ryots , labourers 
and artisans and other persons of limited means , it is necessary that benefits 
of Insurance should be returned to them as early as possible. The Govern . 
ment Bill as amended by the Select Committee will probably be taken up by : 
the Assembly sometime next year, in view of pressure of business in the 
Assembly . On account of urgency , I have given notice of this Bill separately .

L . A . Bill No. 62 OF 1947 

A Bill further to amond the Indian Panel Code 
WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Indian Penal Code (XLV of 
1860 ), for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : 

1. Short title . — This Act may be called the Indian Punul Code ( Amendment) 
Act, 194 . 

2 . Amendment of section 12A , Act XLY of 1860 . - - That in place of section 
124A of the Indian Penal Code , the following shall be substituted , namely : 

" 124A . Sedition . -- Whoever by words , either spoken or written or by 
gigns or by visible representation , or otherwise , with the intention of bringing into 
hatred or contempt, or exciting disaffection towards Her Majesty (or the Crown 
Representative ), or the Government established by Law in India (or British 
Burma), incites any person or persons to violence, or to cause publio disorder , 
or to disturb public tranquility , shall be punished with imprisonment which may 
extend to three years , to which fine may be added , or with fine. 

Explanation . The expression disaffection includes disloyalty and all 
feelings of enemity. " 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The law of sedition incorporated in section 124A as it stands has undergone 
a great change with the advance of political thought . The section is completely 
out of date and its language is unduly restrictive and susceptible of a very narrow 
construction . It has been often interpreted by the courts of law in India in a 
Very limited sense and it has been frcquently applied by the exccutive to 
guppress the free right of speech . The present Bill aims at bringing the law of 
Bedition in this country in line with the law on tho subject ng it stands in other 
civilized countries , that is to say , a mere expression of ideas unlegg accompaniad 
with incitement to violence , etc ., should no longer full within the mischief of the 
offence of sedition . The recent ruling of the Federal Court reported in A . I. R . 
1942 F . C . 22 has clarified the position and affords a complete justification for 
the change suggested .

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L . A . Bill No. 63 of 1947. 
1 Bill further to amend the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920 . 
WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Provincial Insolvency Act, 
1920 ( V of 1920 ), for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: 

1 . Short title .--- This Act may be called the Provincial Insolvenoy (Amend 
ment ) Act , 194 . . 

2 . Amendment of section 28 , Act V of 1920 .- - After sub -section (1 ) of sec 
tion 28 of the Provincial Insolvency Act , 1920 ( V of 1020 ) the following sub 
section shall be insorted , namely - 

" ( 4A ) Where the insolvent is the manager of & Joint Hindu family 
the property of the insolvent shall comprise and be deemed to have always 
comprised the capacity to oxercise and to take proceedings for exercising 
all such powers , in , or over , or in respect of property as might have been 
exercised by the insolvent for his own benefit or for the benefit of the joint 
family at the commencement of the insolvenoy or before his discharge . " 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
A BiH has been sponsored by the Government of India , on 17th March , 
1947 , for an amendment of the Provincial Insolvency Act , 1920 (V of 1920 ) 60 as 
to bring it into line with the Presidency Towns Insolvency Act, 1009 ( 111 of 1909 ) 
in respect of tho vesting in the Official Receiver of a Hindu father s power to sell 
his son s share in the Joint Family estate for discharge of his own debts not 
ilegal or immoral which has been held not to exist by a Full Bench of the 
High Court of Madras in a case reported in I.LR . 1913 , Madras 89 . The 
statement of objeots and reasons appended to the Bill is as follows : 

" As a result of the decisions of the Privy Council in Sntnornyan V 
Beharilal, I. L . R . 0 , Lahore , 1 , and Satnarayan 1 . Sri Kishendas , samo 1 . 
Bank of Upper India , I. L . R . 17 , Lahore 644 , the right of a Hindu father to 
sell family property to discharge family debts lawfully incurred can pot be 
deemed to be property within the meaning of Seç. 2 ( e ) or of Sec . 17 of the 
Presidency Towns Insolvoncy Act , 1909 ( IIT of 1909), and therefore does not 
devolve upon the Official Assignee under Sec . 17 of the Act . The Judirial Com 
mittee hold however , that tho power of the father to sell his son s property to dis 
charge his own lawful debts does devolve upon the Official Assignee by reason 
of Sec . 52 (2 ) (b ) of the Act . 

“ While the Provincial Insolvency Act contains in sections 2 (d ) and 28 ( 2 ) pro 
visions identical with those embodies in sections 2( 0 ) and 17 , of the Presidenoy 
Towns Insolvency Act, there is in the Provincial Insolvency Act , 1920 ( V of 
1920 ), no provision corresponding to section 52 of the Presidency Towns Insol 
vency Act . In consequence a conflict of opinion has arisen among the High 
Courts as to whether, in the case of an adjudication under the Provincial 
Insolvency Act , the power of the father to sell his son s interest in the 
family estato to meet his own legitimate debts devolves upon the official 
retciver as it does in the Presidency Towns Insolvency Act. 

" In the courge of a Tull Bench decision reported in TL R . 1949 . Madras 
89 , the Madras High Court suggested that central legislation should be pro 
moted to bring the Provincial Insolvency Act into line with the Presidency 
Towns Insolvency Act, in the relevant respect." 

It is submitted that the Bill ia defective in two very material particulars . 

In the first place the Bill is not retrospective in operation , and unless the 
Bill is made retrospective the hardship caused to innumerable creditors and 
purchasers in Insolvengy by the law as declared by the F . Boh . decision in 
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I . L , R , 1943 , Mudrag 83 , does not stand remedied . Even if I. L . R . 1942 
Madras 83 , continued to be good Law without any Legislative interferenc 
creditors in future would not be niisled . They would hereafter be regulating thoi 
own conduct according to that decision . It is the creditors who have been mieler 
by the state of Law prior to I. L . R . 1949 , Madras 89 , that really requir 
to be protected . Innumerable sules in innumerable Insolvencies under th : 
Provincial Insolvency Act must have taken place during well nigh a period o 
two decades that elapsed since the earlior F . Bch . ruling , reported in I. L , R 
49 , Madras 841 , the CNH of a father and the ruling is 52 Madrus 246 , th . 
case of a Manager not being the father down to the later F . Boh ., the late 
F . Bch , ruling in I. L . R . 1948 , Madras 89 . The titlen created by such sulei 
which stand joopardised by the later F . Beli, ruling , deserve to be bevod 
Moreover , the creditors themselves for the discharge of whose debts the sale . 
in the Insolvency might have taken place during this pericd would be lef 
without a remedy , for the recovery of debts . Hence it is that the present Bil 
is brought forward now so that the Amendment of the Provincial Insolvency 
Act may be made retrospective in operation . In this connection it inay no 
be out of place to recall the following observations made by Mr. Justio : 
Somayya , in delivering judgment in S . A . No . 1807 of 1945 , on 31st of Jul 
1948 . 

" The sales which took place between 1900 and 1948 were affected by the 
decision ( 1949 , Madras , 88, F . B .) and in most cases purchasers would have no 
remedy, whatsoever particularly as there is no warranty of title in cases o 
bales held by the official receiver . It was high time that the legislature movec 
or was moved in the matter and necessary legislation made in order to proteo 
the title that has been acquired between 1900 anil 1949 and therenfter . It wa 
regrettable that inspite of the defect being pointed by a F . B , of the High Cour 
as oarly as 1942 , the legislature should not have acted during all these fou 
years to get the matter right ." 


Secondly , the F . Boh ., decision reported in I. L . R . 1948 , Madras, P , 88 
is itself the case of a manager whose power to sell the interests of the othe 
co -paroeners in the family estate for discharge of debts binding on the family 
ſlike the father s power to sell for discharge of his own debts not illegal o . 
immoral to which the T . Boh . ruling has been extended by A Bench rulin 
reported in 1949 , (2 ) M LJ. ), 87 , has been held hy the F . Bch ., not to vest ir 
the official receiver. The consideration of hardship to creditors and purchager: 
which are adverted to above are as relevant to the case of the Ingolvency of 
Manager not being the father as to the case of a fathers Insolvency . Thi: 
Bill proposes an Amendment comprehensive enough to cover the one clans HD 
Cages as well as other ,

L . A . BILL No. 64 OF 1947 . 
A Bill to provide for prevention of forcible and fraudulent conversion of Hindo 

women , 
WHEREAS it has become necessary and expedient to prevent forcible and fraudi 
lent conversion of Hindu women and to make provision for the restoration to the 
original legal status , of Hindu women who have been so converted in the part ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :- - 

1. Short Atle and extent. - ( 1) This Act may be called the Prevention of forcibli 
and fraudulent conversion of Hindu Women Act, 194 , 

(2 ) It applies to the whole of the Dominion of India . 
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2 . Definition . - - In this Act “ Hindu " means any person who professes the Hindu 
religion and includes a Sikh , Buddhist, or a Jain . 

3 . Invalidation of conversions of Hindu women by forco , fraud eto ., and gate 
guarding of their rights and status . — All conversions of Hindu women to Islam brought 
about by forco , fraud or unduu influence 116 hereby declared invalid in law and not 
withstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being in force or any 
custom or usage to the contrary all such Hindu women shall be entitled to all the 
rights and privileges and to the same status which thoy enjoyed beforo conversion , 
as if no such conversion had taken place . 

4 . Non - rocognition of conversions of Hindu women below the age of eightoon . 
No conversion of any Hindu woman who has not complotod the age of eighteen - years 
shall be valid nor shall it be recognised by any law for the time being in force for any 
purpose whatsoever . 

6 . Condition procedent for valid conversion of a Hindu woman completing the 
age of eighteen . — No conversion of any Hindu woman who has comploted the age of 
eighteen yoars shall be valid or recognised by any law for the time being in force for any 
purpose whatsoever unless such woman had three months before tho date of her 
conversion obtained a cortificate as horeinafter provided for . 

6 . Procedure for obtaining certificate for conversion . - (1 ) A Hindu woman who 
has completed tho age of oighteen yoars and desires to bo converted to another religion 
shall apply in porson to the Prayidlonoy Magistrate or thoMagistrate of the first olage in 
whose jurisdiction she or linarily resides for a cortificate that she donirus oonversion 
to another religion of her own froe will . 

(2) On rochipt of any such appliuntion as is mentioned in sub - section (1) the 
Magistrate shall exaraine the applicant on oath and if on suoh oxunia tion he finds 
that the applicant is not desirous of oonversion of hor own free will he shall su n ngrily 
roject the application . 

(3 ) If after any such examination of the applicant as is mentioned in sub -section 
( 2 ) the Magistrate does not summarily rejeot the applioation he shall issue notice or 
notioes to the person or porsong heroinafter mentioned in gootion 7 oalling upon them 
to appear and show oause on the day fixed in the notioe why the certifioato asked for 
by the applicant should not be granted to her . 

1 . Issue of notices . If the applicant is 
(a ) an unmarried woman , notion or notices shall be issued to her parent or 

parents who might be living and in vase nono of her parents are living 

to her nearest rolativo ; 
(0 ) A married woman , whose husband is living , notioo shall be issued to her 

husband ; 
(o ) a widow , notices shall be issued both to her nearest relative in her husband s 

family and to hor nearest relative in hor father s family . 
8 . Procedure for holding in quiry . — ( 1) On the day montioned in the said notio 
or on any other day which the Magistrate may fix , the Magistrate shall hear the applio 
oant and the person or persons to whom noticon had boen issued under section 7 if 
prosent , on the question whether the applioant desires conversion to another religion 
of her own free will. 

(2 ) The Magistrate may , if ho thinks fit at any time before issuing his certifioate , 
direct that with a viow to remove all outward influence on the applicant, she shall be 
kept in any independent place (not being in charge of a person who professes A reli 
gion to which she wishos to be converted ) to be approved by the applioant and for 
a period not exceeding in all fifteen days. Tho Magistrate shall at tho expiration of 
the said period again Oxamine tho said applioant . 

(3 ) If after the inquiry as is mentioned in the foregoing olayses, the Magistrate 
is satisfiod that the applicant desireg oonversion of her own free will , he shall issue 
certificato to her certifying that in his opinion the applioant desires conversion of 
her own free will. 
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9 . Punishment for conversions in co travention of the Act. - Any person who 
converts a Hindu woman who has not oompleted the ago of eighteen years , or any other 
Hindu woman who has not obtained a certificato as mentioned in section 5 , any per 
son who aids or abots any such convorsion , and any person not being a Hindu , who 
kespe in his houso or residence any such Hindu woman , having rouson to believe hat 
she has been so oonverted , shall be punishod with rigorous imprisonment for a torm 
which may extend to five years and shall also he liable to fine not exceeding 
Rs. 2,000 . 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Hindu womon bave been forcibly converted to Islam in recent times on a very 
large soalo in various parts of the country . It has been oondemned by all decent 
people and our loaders agree that these conversions are not conversions that oould 
be reoognised . However as Hindu Suw stands at present it is desirable and noces . 
rary to invalidate all these conversions by Law and to restoro such women to their 
former legal status and rights and privilogon . Young girls belonging to Hindu com 
munity still continue to be the victims of certain unscrupulous and undesirable non 
Hindu elements in the country and it is therefore provided that no Hindu girl who 
has not coinpleted the age of 18 years could be legally oonvorted . In the case of other 
women also there are numerous cases of convorsions being brought about by force , 
fraud or undın influence . Provision is therefore made in the Bill for prevention of 
such conversions in future, Tampering with women of Hindu , community in this 
way leads to communal hatred of the worst typo. The provisions are therefore neces. 
gary for maintenance of inter -communal peace and harmony ,

A Bill to preserve the miloh and draught cattle of the country .

1 . Short title , extent and commencement . - (1 ) This act may be called the 
Indian Cattle Preservation Act, 194 . 

( ) It shall extend to the whole of the Dominion of India , 
(3) It shall come into force on the 1st day of 

1948 . 
2 . Definitions. In this Act , unless there is anything repugnant in the sub 
ject of context, 


( a ) “ Cattle " shall mean and include cows, bullocks, their young calves , 
he and she - buffaloes and their young calves .

The Bill seeks to get at rest the doubt expressed by many courts hat unless 
the acoused in apprehonded or surrenders his porson he cannot be released on bail 
in 11000rdance with the provision of soctiong 496 and 497 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code to ohange the Law of Auch chargo is noooglary . Many modured porsons ah . 
goond for fear of Polioo apprehension or torturo and would gladly stand a trial and 
vindiqate themselvog bifore a Court of Law if they were assured they will not be 
unnecessarily remanded to Police oustody . The present Police methods of investi. 
gation and interrogation from acousod are in many places anything but desirablo 
and it is notorious that confensions made by acoused while in Police oustody are but 
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seldom stuck to in courts . It is not unheard of that the Police abuse the provisions 
of Law with regard to bail Aven in bailable canes . Many honest and rospectablo 
persone would prefor ignobly flying away from justice rather than subject themselves 
to the ignominy and indignity of police arregt and oustody. When it is , remembered 
that a very large percentage of persons prosecutod is discharged or acquitted by 
courts and malicioua prosecutions and false implications by enemios in bailable and 
non -bailable ofFonces are not rare and under the law ay at present interpreted by 
some courts the ordeal of Police custody is necessary to be undergone by every no 
oused hownuchsoever innocent. The need of a change in the Law or to get the 
doubt at rest in this regard becomes imporativoly necoafary. This Bill if enactnd 
will enable accused to seek bail from courts even before they surrender then selves 
and in proper cases the courts will be able to BAVO the honour and reputation of 
innocent acquaed and offer them protection from the trouble and indignity of police 
oustody. 

At present even if the accused in lying ill in Hospital and is unable to attend 
personally he cannot apply for bail according to the narrow interpretation of the 
law by the Courts 

The policy of the law is to enlarge the liberty of the subjoot and make the 
courts more of the shield for the innocent rather than & sword for the guilty " . 
The Courts are armed by law in mattery of bail and no change ja sought to bě in 
troduoad in the basic principle which rogulate the exorcise of the powers to grant 
or refuse or oanool bail whenever expedient or necessary . 

Tho chango is only in respect of persons who can invoke the aid of courts to save 
themselves from ruthless rigidity of the system which practically enjoins Police 
oustody before the application of bail is disposed of on morits .

WHEREAs it is cxpedient to regulate and validate marriages between Hindus 
of different castes and sub -castes in the manner hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted us follows : 

1. Short title and extent . - ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Hindu Inter - caste 
Marriuge Regulating and Validating Act. 194 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

2 . Marriage between Hindus of different castes and sub - caste8 . - A marriage 
may be porformed under this Act between Hindus who may or may not belong 
to the same caste or sub -caste upon the following conditions : 

( 1 ) neither party must , at the time of the marriage, have a husband or a 
wife living ; 

( 2 ) thu man must have completed his age of twenty -one years , and the 
woman her age of sixteen years ; 

( 3 ) if the woman has not completed the Age of twenty -one years , she must 
have obtained the consent of her father or guardian to the marriage ; and 

(4 ) the parties must not be relutod to each other in any degree of consan 
guinity or Affinity which would , according to any lw to which either of them 
is subject, render a marriage between their illegal. 

3 . Registrar of marriages . - The Registrar of Marriages appointed by the 
Provincial Guvernment under sertion 3 of the Special Marriage Act , 1972 (III 
of 1872 ), shall be deemed to be the Registrar under this Act also and is herein 
after referred to as “ the Registrar " , 

4 . Notice of marriage. -- When a marriage is intended to be performed under 
this Act , both the parties , and where the woman is below the age of twenty 
one years with her father s or guarllian s written consent, must give notice in 
writing to the Registrar of the district within which one at least of the parties 
has resided for thirty days before such notice is given and within which the 
marriage is proposed to be performed . 

Buch notice may be in the form given in the First Schedule to this Act . 

6 . Marriage Notice Book .. The Registrar shall file all such notices and keep 
them with the records of his office , and shall also forthwith enter a true copy 
of every such notice in a book to be for that purpose furnished to him by the 
Provincial Government to be called the " Marriage Notice Book under the 
Hindu Inter- caste Murringe Regulating and Validating Act, 19 " and such 
book shall be open ut all reasonable times without fee , to all persons desirous 
of inspecting the same. 

6 . Solempization of marriage . — The marriage shall be solemnized in accord 
ance with the religious rites and ceremonies as desired by the parties thereto 
within ninetv davg of the giving of the notice under section 4 .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Under the Hindu Law as interpreted , marriages between Hindus of different 
castes have beer held illegal in many cuses . This interpretation besides causing 
serious hardship in individual cases , has deterred many people from making pro 
per murriage alliances . The progress of the community hus also hoen retarded 
on account of marriages being confined within very small communities resulting 
in harinful inter -mixture of blood . The Bill seeks to be in the nature of a per 
missive measure giving freedom to persons wanting to marry outside their caste 
or sub - caste but desiring at the same time to solomnize the marriago in Accord 
ance with religious rites and ceremonies , having conscientious dejections to A 
mere civil marriage . The Bill also introduces some very necessary and des rable 
measures of social reform for those who want to avail themselves of the pro 
posed moasure inasmuch as it introduces registration , raises the Age of marriage 
and also prohibits polygamy. In all other matters it keeps the rights and obliga 
tions of a Hindu intact . The Bill also enables such Hindus to take advantage 
of its provisions who though inurrying within their own uste want , as a 
meusuro of procaution or reform , to get their marriage registered , raisc the age 
of marriage , and avoid polygamy.

A Bill to consolidate and amend the law regulating labour in factories . 

WHEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law regulating labour 
in factories ; 
It is hereby enacted as follows : 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1 . Short title , extent and commencement. - ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Factories Act, 1948 . 

(2 ) It extends to all the Provinces of India . 
( 3 ) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April 1948 . 
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2 . Interpretation . In this Act , unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context, -- 

(a ) " adult " means a person who has completed his eighteenth year ; 

( ) " adolescent" means a person who has completed hiş fifteenth but 
has not completed his vighteenth year ; 

(0 ) " child " means a person who has not completed his fifteenth year ; 
(d ) “ young person " nenns a person who is either a child or an adoles 

cent ; 
(e) " day means a period of twenty -four hours beginning at midnight ; 

U " week " means a period of seven days beginning at midnight on 
Saturday night ; 

(9 ) " power " means electrical energy , and any other form of energy 
which is inechanically transmitted and is not generated by human or 
animal ageuoy : 

( h ) " prime mover " means any engine , motor or other appliance whiek 
generates or otherwise provides power ; 

(i) " transmission machinery " means any shaft, wheel, drum , pulley , 
system of pulleys , coupling, clutch , driving helt or other appliance or 
device by which the motion of a prime mover la transmitted to or received 
by any machinery or appliance ; 

(1 ) " machinery includes primo movers , transmission machinery and 
all other appliances whereby power is generated , transformed , transtnik 
ted or applied ; 
(k ) " manufacturing process " means any process for 

(1) making , altering , repairing , ornainenting, finishing, packing or 
otherwige treating any article or substance with a view to its use , 
sale , transport, delivery , or disposal, or 

(ii) pumping oil, water or sewage , or 

(ii ) gencrating, transformiug or transmitting power ; 
(1) “ worker " means a person employed , whether for wages or not, 
in any manufacturing process , or in cleaning uny part of tho machinery 
or premises used for a manufacturing process , or in any other kind of work 
whatsoever incidental to or connocted with the manufacturing proce88 , 
or the subject of the manufacturing process , but does not includo any per 
son solely omployed in a clcrical capacity in any room or place where no 
manufacturing process is being carried on ; 
(m ) " factory " means any premiges including the precincts thereof 

(i) whereon ton or more workers are working, or were working on 
any day of the preceding twelve months, and in any part of which a 
manufacturing process is being carried on with the aid of power , or 
is ordinarily bo carried on , or 

( ii ) whereon twenty or more workers are working, or were work 
ing on any day of the preceding twelve months , and in any part of 
which a manufacturing process is being carried on without the aid 

of power , or is ordinarily so carried on , 
but does not include a mine subject to the operation of the Indian Mines 
Act, 1928 ( IV of 1929 ) ; 

(n ) " occupier of a factory means the person who has ultirnate control 
over the affairs of the factory , and whero the said affairs are entrusted to & 
managing agent , such agent shall he decmed to be the occupier of the 
factory ; 

(0 ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made by the Provincial 
Government under this Act ; 
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( p ) where work of the same kind is rried out by two or more gets 
of workers working during different periods of the day, each of such sets 
is called a " relay " and the period or periods for which it works is called 

& " shift . " 

3 . References to time of day . - In this Act references to time of day are 
references to Indian Standard Time, being five and a half hours ahead of 
Greenwich Mean Tine : 

Provided that for any area in which Indian Standard Time is not ordinarily 
observed the Provincial Government may make rules -- 

(a ) spocifying the area ; 
( h) defining the local mean time ordinarily observed therein) ; 

(c ) permitting such time to be observed in all or any of the factories 
situated in the area . 

4 . Power to exempt change in factory . - Where the Provincial Government 
is patirtied that by reason of a change of occup er of a frictory or in the manu 
facturing process carried on therein , the hurnhor of workers for tho time being 
working in the fuctory is less than ten in a cone where power is used or less 
than twenty in a case where power is not used , and is not likely to be ten or 
twenty , r the ( Ase muy he , or more on any day during the ensuing twelve 
months, the Provincial Government muy, by order in writing , exerit, save 
as is otherwisc proviled by or under section 81), such factory from the operation 
of this Act : 

Provided that any exemption go made shall cease to have effcot on and 
after any day on which ten or twenty , as the case may be, or more workers 
work in the factory, or in the latter case , on which power is used in tho factory 
and ten or more workers work therein , 

6 . Power to declare departments to bo separate factories . — The Provincial 
Government inay , by order in writing , direct that different departments or 
Branches of ruper -fied factory shall be trented as separate factories for all or 
any of the purposes of this Act. 

6 . Power to exempt during public emergency . - - In any case of public emer 
gency the Provincial Government may , by notification in the official Gazette , 
exempt any factory from all or any of the provisions of this Act for such period 
and subject to such conditions as it may think fit. 

7 . Approval, licensing and registration of factories . - ( 1) The Provincial 
Government may make rules - - 

(a ) requiring the provious permission in writing of the Provincial 
Government or the Chief Inspector to be obtained for the establishment 
or extension of any factory or class or description of factories ; 

(6 ) requiring for the purpose of considering applications for such per 
mission the submigsion of plans and specifications ; 

(c ) prescribing the nature of such plans and specifications and by 
whom they shall be certified ; 

(d ) requiring the registration and liocnging of factories or Any class or 
description of factories , and proscribing the fees payable for such registra 
tion and licensing and for the renewal of licences . 

( 2 ) If on an application for permission referred to in clauke ( a ) of sub 
mection ( 1 ) accompanied hy the plans apd specifications required by the rules 
made under clause (b ) of that sub -section , sent to the Provincial Government 
or Chief Inspector by registered post , no order is communicated to the appli 
cant within threc months from the date on which it is so gent, the permission 
applied for in the said arplication shall be Hoenied to have heen granted . 

Erplanation . - - A factory shall not be deemed to be extended within the 
meaning of this section by reason only of the replacement of any plant or 
machinry , or within such limits as may be prescribed , of the addition of any 
plant or machinery .

8 . Notice of manager and oth or particalars of factory . - ( 1) At least fifteen 
days before work is begun in any new factory, the occupier shall send to the 
Chief Inspector a written notice containing 

(a ) the name of the factory and its situation ; 

(b ) the address to which communications relating to the factory should 
be sent ; 

(c ) the nature of the manufacturing process to be carried on in the 
factory ; 

( d ) the nature and amount of the power to be used ; 

(c ) the name of the person who shall be the manager of the factory 
for the purposes of this Act ; 

( ) the approximate number of workers to b omployed in the factory ; 
( g ) such other particulars as may be prescribed . 


(2 ) Whenever any other person is appointed as manager of a factory , the 
occupier shall send to the Chiof Inspector & written notice within seven daya 
from the date on which the new manager assumes charge . 


( 3 ) During any period for which no person has been designatori as manager 
of a factory or during which the person designated does not manage the factory , 
any person found acting us manager , or if no such porson is found, the occu 
pier himself, shall be deerned to be the manager of the factory for all the pur 
poges of this Act. 


CHAPTER II 


THE INSPECTING STAFF 


8 . Inspectors . —— ( 1) The Provincial Government may , by notification in the 
official Gazette , appoint such persons as it thinks fit to be Inspectors for the 
purposes of this Act within such local limits as it may assign to them respect 
ively . 

( 2 ) The Provincial Governinent may, by notification as aforesaid , appoint 
any person to be a Chief Inspector, who shall in addition to the powers confer 
red on a Chief Inspector under this Act exercise the powers of an Inspector 
throughout the province . 

(3 ) No person shall be appointed under sub -section ( 1), sub -section ( 2 ) or 
sub -section ( 6 ) or, having been so appointed , shall continue to hold office , whe 
ig or becomes directly or indirectly interested in a factory or in any process or 
business carried on therein or in any patont or machinery connected therewith . 

(4 ) Every District Magistrate shall be an Inspector for his district. 

( 5 ) Tho Provincial Government may also , by notification as aforesaid , 
appoint such public officers as it thinks fit to he additional Inspectors for all 
or any of the purposes of this Act , within such local limits as it may assiga 
to then respectively . 

(6 ) In any area where there are more Ingpectors than one, the Provincial 
Government may by notification as aforesaid declare the powers which such 
Inspectors shall respectively exercise and the Inspector to whom the pre 
scribed notices are to be sent. 

( ) Every Chief Inspector and Inspector shall be deomed to be a publie 
gervunt within the meaning of the Indian Penal Code (XLV of 1860 ), and shall 
be officially subordinate to guch authority as the Provincial Government may 
specify in this behalf . 

10 . Powers of Inspectorg .- Subject to any rules made in this behall , Ar 
Inspector may, within the local limits for which he is appointed , - 
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(a ) enter , with such assistants (if any), being persons in the service of 
the Crown or any local or other public authority , as he thinks fit , any 
place which is used, or which he has reason to boliovo is used , as a factory ; 

(b ) make such examination of the premises, plant and machinery , re 
quire the production of any prescribed registers , and take on the spot or 
otherwiso such evidence of any persons us bc may deem necessary for 
carrying out the purposes of this Act ; 

(c ) exercise auch other powers as may be prescribed or as he may 
deem necessary for carrying out the purposes of this Act : 

Provided that no person shall for required under this section to ansvor 
any question or give any evidence tending to incriminato himself. 

11 . Oortifying furgoong . — ( 1 ) The Provincial Government may appoint such 
qualified medical practitioners as it thinks fit to be certifying surgeons for the 
purposes of this Act within such local limits as it may asign to thom respect 
ively , 

(2) A certifying surgeon may , with the approval of the Provincial Government , 
authorise any qualified medical practitioner to exercise any of his powers under 
this Art for such period AB the certifying surgeon may specify and subjoct to 
such co . ditions , if any, as the Provincial Government may think fit to impose , 
and referinome in this Act to a certifying surgeon shall be deemed to include 
Teferences to any qualified medical practitioner when so authorised . 

( 9 ) No person shall be appointed to be , or authorised to exercise the powers 
of, & certifying surgcon , or baving been so appointed or authorised , continue 
to exercise such powers , who is or becomes the occupier of a factory or is or 
becomes directly or indirectly interested therein or in any process or business 
carried on theroin or in any patent or machinery connected therewith . 

(4 ) The certifying surgeon shall carry out such duties as may be prescribed 
in connection with 

(a ) the examination and certification of young persons under this 
Act ; 

(b ) the examination of persons engaged in factories in such dangerous 
occupations or processes as may be prescribed ; 

( 0 ) the exerciging of such medical supervision as may be prescribed 
in any factory or class or description of factories where 

(1) Cabes of illness have occurred which it is reasonable to believe 
are due to the nature of the manufacturing process carried on , or 
other conditions of work prevailing, therein ; 

( ii ) by reason of any change in the manufaoturing process carried 
on or in the substances used therein or by reason of the adoption of 
any new manufacturing process or of any new substance for use in 
& manufacturing process , there is a likelihood of risk of injury to the 
health of workers employed in that manufacturing procese ; 

( iii) young persons Are , or are about to be, employed in any work 
which is likely to cause risk of injury to their health . 
Eoplanation . In this section " qualified medical practitioner " means a 
person holding a qualification granted by an authority specified in the Schedule 
to the Indian Medical Dogrces Act, 1918 (VIT of 1916 ), or in the Schedules to 
the Indian Medical Council Act , 1938. (XXVII of 1983 ). 


CHAPTER III 

HEALTH 
12 . Oleanline88 . - ( 1 ) Every factory shall be kept clean and free from effluvia 
arising from any drain , privy or other nuisance , and in particular 

(a ) accumulations of dirt and refuse shall be removed daily by an 
effective method from the floors and benches of workrooms and from stair 
cases and passages, and dispoged of in a suitable manner ; 
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all (d) all innage shall extent as become 


(b ) the floor of every workroom shall be cleaned at least once in every 
week by washing , or if it is effective and suitable , by sweeping or some 
other method ; 

( c) where a floor is liable to become wet in the course of any manu . 
facturing process to such extent as to be capable of being drained , effective 
means of drainage shall be provided and maintained ; 

(d ) all inside walls and partitions, all ceilings or tops of rooms and 
all walls , sides and tops of passages and staircasos shall 

(i) where they are puinted or varnished , be repainted dt revar. 
nighed at least once in every period of seven years ; 

( ii ) where they are painted or varnished or where they have 
smooth impervious surfaces , be washed at least once in every period 
of fourteen months with hot wuter and SAP or other suitablo deter 
gent or cleaned by some other method approved by the Chief 
Inspector ; 

(iii) in any other case , be kept whitewashed or colourwashed , 
and the whitewashing or colourwnshing shall be carried out at least 
once in every period of fourteen months ; 

(@ ) the dates on which the processos required by clause (d ) are carried 
out shall be entered in the prescribed register . 

( 2) The Provincial Government muy by order exempt any factory or class 
or description of factories from any of the provisions of this section or specify 
alternative methods for keeping the factory in & clean state . 

13 . Dlapogal of wastes and effluents . ~ ( 1) Effective arrangements shall be 
made in every factory for the disposal of wastes and effuents due to the maru 
facturing process carried on therein . 

(2 ) The Provincial Government may make rules requiring that the arrange 
ments made in accordance with sub - section ( 1) shall be approved by such 
authority as may be prescribed . 

14 . Ventilation and temperature . ( 1) Effective and suitable provision shall 
be made in every factory for securing and maintaining in every workroom 

(a ) adequate ventilation by the circulation of fresh air , and 

(b ) such a temperature as will secure to workers therein reasonable 
conditions of comfort and prevent risk of injury to health ; — 
and in particular, - 

(i) walls and roofs shall be of such material and designed so that 
such temperature shall not be exoceded , but kept as low as practicable ; 

(ii) where the nature of the work carried on in the factory involves , 
or is likely to involve , the production of excessively high temperatures , 
such adequate measures as uro prcticable shall be taken to protect the 
workers therefrom , by separating the process which produces such teinpera 
tures from the workroom , by insulating the hot parts or by other effective 
zneans . 

(2 ) If it appears to the Provincial Government that in any factory or class 
or description of factories excessively high temperatures can be reduced by 
such methods as whitewashing , spraying or screening outside walls or roots 
or windows, or by raising the level of the roof, or hy insulat ng the roof either 
by an air -spnce and double roof or by the use of insulating roof materials , or 
by other methods , it may prescribe auch of those methods as ghall be adopted 
in the factory . 

16 . Dust and fume. - - ( 1 ) In every factory in which , by reason of the 
manufacturing process carried on , there is given of any dust or fume or other 
impurity of such a nature and to such an extent as to be likely to be injurious 
or offensive to the workers employed therein , or any dust in substantial quanti 
ties, effective measureg shall be faken to prevent its inhalation and its accumu. 
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lation in any workroom , and if any exhaust appliance is necessary for this 
purpose , it shall be applied as near as ponyible to the point of origin of the 
dugt , fume or other impurity, and such point shall be enclosed so far 8 $ 
possible . 

(8 ) In any factory no stationary internal combustion engine shall be operated 
unless the exhaust is conducted into the open air , and no other internal com 
bustion engine shall be operated in any room unless effective measures have 
been taken to prevent such acoumulation of fumes therefrom as are likely 
to be injurious to workers employed in the room . 

16 . Articlal humidlication . - ( 1) In respect of all factories in which the 
humidity of the air is artificially increased , the Provincial Government may 
make rules , - - 

( a ) prescribing standards of buinidification ; 

(b ) regulating the methods used for artificially inereasing the humi. 
dity of the air ; 

(c) directing prescribed tests for determining the humidity of the air 
to be correctly carried out and recorded ; 

(d ) prescribing methods to be adopted for securing adequate venti 
lution and cooling of the air in the workrooms. 

( 2 ) In any factory in which the humidity of the air is artificially increased , 
the water used for the purpose shall be taken from a public supply , or other 
Bource , of drinking water, or shall be effectively purified before it is so used . 

(3 ) If it appears to an Inspector that the water used in a factory for in 
creasing humidity which is required to be effeetively purificd under sub - section 
( 2) is not effectively purified , he may serve on the manager of the factory an 
order in writing, specifying the measures which in his opinion should be 
adopted , and requiring them to be carried out before & specified date . 

17. Overcrowding . - ( 1) No room in any factory shnll be overcrowded to 
an extent injurious to the health of the workers omploved therein . 

(2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of sub -section ( 1 ), thore shall be 
in every workroomn of a factory at least 950 eubic feet (or such other volume 
As may be prescribed for any factory or class or description of factories ) of 
space for every worker employed therein , and for the purposes of this sub 
Bection no account shu ]l be taken of any space which is more thằn fourteen 
feet above the level of the floor of the room . 

( 3 ) If the Chief Inspector by order in writing so requires, there shall be 
posted in each workroom of a factory a notice specifying the maximum num 
ber of workers who may, in compliance with the provisions of this section , 
be employed in the room . 

(4 ) Tho Chiof Inspector mav hy order in writing elempt, subject to such 
conditions , if any, as he may think fit to impose , any workroom from the pro 
visions of this section , if he is satisfied that compliance therewith in respect of 
the room is unnecessary in the interests of the health of the workers employed 
therein . 

18 . Lighting. - ( 1 ) In every part of a factory in which workers are working 
or passing there shall be provided and maintained sufficient and suitable 
Datural or artificial lighting. 

( 8) In every factory all glazed windows and skylights used for the lighting 
of the workrooms shall be kept clean on both the inner and outer surfaces 
and , so far as compliance with the provisions of any rules mado under sub 
section (@ ) of section 14 will allow , free from obstruction . 

(3) In every factory effective provision shall , so far as is practicable, be 
made for the prevention of 

(a ) glare, either directly from a source of light or by refloction from 
A smooth or polished surface ; 
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(b ) the formation of shadows to such an extent as to cause eyestrain 
or the risk of accident to any worker. 

(4 ) The Provincial Government may prescribe standards of sufficient and 
guitable lighting for factories or for any class or description of factories or 
for any manufacturing process. 

19 . Dunking water . - ( 1 ) In every factory effective arrangements shall be 
made to provide end maintain at suitable points conveniently situated for 
all workers employed therein & sufficient supply of wholebome drinking water. 

(2) All such points shall be legibly marked " drinking water " in a language 
understood by a majority of the workers employed in the factory , and no such 
point shall be situated within twenty feet of any washing place , urinal or 
latrine . 

( 3 ) In every factory wherein more than two hundred and fifty workers are 
ordinarily employed and power is used , methods of cooling drinking water 
dur ng hot weather by refrigeration or other effective means shall be provided 
and in respect of other factories the Provincial Government may make rules 
requiring such methods to be adopted . 

( 4 ) In respect of all factories or any class or description of factories the 
Provincial Government may make rules for securing compliance with the 
provisions of this section and for the examination by prescribed authorities 
of the supply of drinking water in factories . 
20 . Latrines and urinals . — ( 1) In every factory 

(ai) sufficient latrine and urinal accommodation of prescribed types 
shall be provided ; 

(6 ) separate accommodation shall be provided for male - and 
female workers ; 

(0 ) auch accommodation shall be adequately lighted and ventilated , 
And no latrine or urinal shall communicate with any workroom except 
through the open air or an intervening ventilated passage ; 

(d ) all such accommodation shall be maintained in a clean and sani 
tary condition at all times ; 

(e) sweepers shall be emploved whoge primary duty it is to keep clean 
latrines , urinals and washing places . 

(2 ) In every factory wherein more than two hundred and fifty workers are 
ordinarily omployed 

(a ) all latrine and urinal accommodation shall be of preserihed sanitary 
types ; 

(b ) the floors and internal walls , up to a height of three fect. of the 
latrines and urinals and the sunitary blocks shall be laid in glazed tiles or 
otherwise finished to provide a smooth polished impervious surface ; 

(c ) without prejudice to the provisions of clauses (d ) and (e ) of sub 
section ( 1) , the floors , portions of the walls and blocks so laid or finished and 
the sanitary pang of latrinies and urinals shall be thoroughly washed and 
cleaned at least once in every seven days with suitable detergents . 

( 3 ) The Provincial Government may by rules prescribe the number of 
latrines and urinals to be provided in any factory in proportion to the numbers 
of malo und female workers ordinarily employed therein , and provide for such 
further matters in respect of sanitation in factories as it considers necessary 
in the interest of the health of the workers employed therein . 

21. Spittoons. — In every factory there shall be provided a sufficient num . 
ber of epittoons in convenient places and they shall be maintained in a clean 
and hygienic condition , 
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CHAPTEK IV 

SAFETY 
22. Toncing of machinery . - ( 1) In every factory the following 

(ü every moving part of a prime mover and evory flywheel connected 
to & priine mover, whether the prime mover or flywheel is in the engine 
house or not ; 

( ii ) the headrace and tailrace of every water-wheel and water turbine ; 

(iii ) any part of a stock -bar which projects beyond in head -stock 
of a lathe ; 
And , unless they are in such position or of such construction as to be safe 
to every person employed in the factory as they would be if they were securely 
fenced , the following 

(a ) every part of electric generators , motors and rotary confortors ; 
(b ) overy part of transmięsion machinery ; 

(c) every dangerous part of any other machinery , 
shall be securely fenced by safeguards of substantial construction and kept 
in position while the parts of machinery they are fencing are in motion or in 
use : 

Provided that for the purpose of determining whether any part of machinery 
is in such position or is of such construction as to be safe as aforesaid , account 
shall not be taken of any occasion when , it being necessary to make an examin 
ation of the machinery while it is in inotion or, as a result of such examination , 
to carry out any mounting or shipping of belts , lubrication or other adjusting 
operation while the machinery is in motion , such examination or operation is 
made or carried out in accordance with the provisions of section 28 . 

(2 ) The Provincial Government may by rules prescribe such further precau 
tions as it may consider necessary in respect of any particular machinery or 
part thereof , or exempt, subject to such conditions , if any, 88 may be prescribed , 
for securing the safety of the workers , any particular machinery or part thereof 
from the provisions of this section , 

28 . Work on or near machinery in motion . — ( I) Where in any factory it be. 
comes necessary to examine any part of machinery referred to in section 22 
while the machinery is in motion , or as a result of such examination , to carry 
out any mounting or shipping of belts, lubrication or other adjusting operation 
while the machinery is in motion such examination or operation shall be made 
or carried out only by a specially trained adult male worker wearing tight fitting 
clothing whose name has been recorded in the register prescribed in this behalt 
and while he is so engaged , - 

(a ) euch worker shall not handle a belt nt a moying pulley unless the 
belt is logs than gix inches in width and unless the belt -joint in either laced 
or flush with the belt ; 

(b ) without prejudice to any other provision of this Act relating to the 
fencing of machinery, every set screw , bolt and key on any revolving shaft , 
spindle , wheel or pinion , and all spur, worm and other toothed or friction 
gearing in motion with which such worker would otherwise be liable to 

come into contact, shall he securely fenced to prevent such contaot. 

(2 ) No woman or child ghall be allowed in any factory to clean , lubricate or 
adjust any part of the machinery while that part is in motion under power, or 
to work between moving parts , or between fixed and moving parts , of Any 
machinery which is in motion under power. 

(3 ) The Provincial Governinent may, hy notification in the official Gazette 
prohibit, in any specified factory or class or description of factories , the cleaning, 
lubricating or adjusting by any person of specified parts of machinery when 
those parts are in motion under power , 
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24 . Striking goar and dovices for cutting of power. — ( 1) In evory factory 

(a ) suitable striking geer or other efficient mechanical appliance shall 
be provided and maintained and used to move driving belts to and from 
fast and loose pulleys which forin part of the transmission machinery, and 
suoh gear or Appliances shall bo so constructed , placed and maintained as 
to prevent the belt from creeping back on to the fast pulley ; 

. (b ) driving belts when not in use xhall not be allowed to rest or ride 
upon shafting in motion . 

( 0) In overy factory suitable devices for cutting off powor in omorgoncies 
from running machinery shall be provided and maintained in every work 
room : 

Provided that in respect of factories in operation before the commence 
ment of this Act, the provisions of this sub -section shall apply only to work . 
rooms in which olectricity is used as power . 

28 . Soli-nating machines . No traversing part of & self -acting machine in 
any factory and no material carried thereon shall , if the space over which it 
runs is a space ovor which any person is liable to pass whether in the courgo 
of his employment or otherwise , be allowed to run on its outward or inward 
traverse within a distance of eighteon inches from any fixed structure which 
is not part of the machine : 

Provided that the Chief Inspector may permit the continued use of a 
machine installed before the commencement of this Act which does not comply 
with the requirements of this section on such conditions for ensuring safety 
as he may think fit to impose . 

28. Oasing of pow machinery . — (1) In all machinery driven by power and 
installed in any factory after the commencement of this Act, 

(a ) every revolving shaft. wheel and pinion and every set screw , bolt 
or key on any revolving shaft or part shall be effectively guarded or 80 
sunk or encased as to prevent danger ; 

(b ) all spur , worm and other toothed or friction gearing which does 
not require frequent adjustment while in motion shall be completely en 
cased , unless it is so situated as to be as safe as it would be if it were com 
plebely encased . 

( 2 ) Whoever Bellos or lets on hire or, 68 agent of a seller or hirer , causos or 
procures to be sold or let on hire , for use in a factory any machinery driven 
by power which does not comply with the provisions of sub -section ( 1 ), sball 
be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three 
months or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupeos or with both . 

( 3 ) The Provincial Government may make rules applying the provisions of 
this section to any particular machine or class or description of machines and 
specifying the types of safeguards to be provided thereon . 

27 . Prohibition ot employment of womon and children near cotton -openers . 
No woman or child shall be employed in any part of a factory for pressing 
cotton in which a cotton -opener is at work : 

Provided that if the feed -end of a cotton - opener is in a room separated 
from the delivery chd by a partition extending to the roof or to such height as 
the Inspector may in any particular case specify in writing, women and child . 
ron may be employed on the side of the partition where the feed -end is situat 
ed . 
28 . Hoists and lifts . - -( 1) In every factory 
(a ) every hoist and lift shall be 

(i) of good mechanical construction , sound material and ade 
quate strength ; 

( ii ) properly maintained , and shall be thoroughly examined by a 
competent person at least once in every period of six months, and a 
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register shall be kept containing the prescribed particulars of every 
such examination ; 

(b ) every hoistway and , liftway shall be efficiently protected by an 
onclosure fitted with gates , and the hoist or lift and every such enclosure 
shall be so constructed as to prevent any person or thing from being 
trapped between any part of the boigt or lift and any fixed structure or 
moving part; 

( c) the maximum safe working load shall be plainly marked on every 
hoist or lift , and no load greater than such load sh & FI be carriod thoroon ; 

(d ) the cage of every hoist or lift used for carrying persong shall be 
fitted with a gate on each side from which access is afforded to a landing ; 

(o ) every gate referred to in clause (b ) or clause ( d ) shall be fitted with 
interlocking or other officient device to secure that the gate cannot be 
opened except when the cage is at the landing and that the ouge cannot 
be moved unless the gate is closed . 

(2 ) The following additional requirements shall apply to hoists and lifts 
used for carrying persons and installed or reconstructed in a factory after the 
commencement of this Act, namely : 

(u ) where the cage is supported by rope or chain , there shall be at 
least two ropes or chains separately connected with the cage and balanco 
weight, and each rope or chain with its attachments shall be capable of 
Parrying the whole weight of the cage together with its maximum load ; 

(6 ) sufficient devices shall be provided and maintained capable of 
supporting the cage together with its maximum load in the event of 
breakage of the ropes , chains or attachments ; 

(o ) an efficient automatic device shall be provided and maintained to 
prevent the cage from over-running . 

(3 ) The Chief Inspector may permit the continued use of a hoist or lift 
installed in a factory before the commencement of this Act which does not fully 
oomply with the provisions of sub -section ( 1 ) and upon such conditions for 
ensuring safety as he may think fit to impose. 

(4 ) The Provincial Government may , if in rospect of any class or descrip 
tion of hoist or lift it is of opinion that it would be unreasonable to enforce 
any requirement of this section , hy order direct that such requirement shall 
not apply to such class or description of hoist or lift. 

29 , Oranog and other ilfting machinery . - ( 1) The following provisions shall 
apply in respect of vranes and all other lifting machinery (other than hoista 
and lifts ) in any factory , pamely : --- 

(a ) overy part thereof, including the working gear , whether fixed or 
movable, ropes anil chains and anchoring and fixing appliances shall be 

(i) of good construction , sound material and adequnte strength ; 

(ii) properly maintained , and shall he thoroughly examined by 
a competent person at least once in every period of twelve months, 
and a register shall be kept containing the prescribed particulars of 
every such examination ; 

(b ) no such machinery shall be londed beyond the safe working load 
which shall be plainly inscribed thereon ; 

( c ) while any person is employed or working on or near the wheel. 
track of a travelling crane in any place where he would be liable to be 
struck by the crane , offective measures shall be taken to ensure that tho 
crane docs not approach within twenty feet of that place . 

( 2 ) The Provincial Government may make rules in respect of any lifting 
machinery or class or description of lifting machinery in factories , 
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(a ) prescribing requirements to bo complied with in addition to those 
set out in this section ; 

(b ) exeinpting froin compliance with all or xy of the requirements 
of this section , where in its opinion such compliance is unnecessary or 


impructisection , where in compliance with 


80 . Revolving machinery . — ( 1) In every room in a factory in which the 
process of grinding is carried on there shall be permanently allixed to or placed 
near each inachine in use a notice indicating the maximum safe working peri 
pheral speed of every grindstone or abrusive wheel, the speed of the shaft or 
spindle upon which the wheel is mountel, and the diameter of the pulley upon 
guch shaft or spindle necessary to secure such safe working peripheral speed . 

( 2 ) The specds indiented in notices umdur sub -section (1) shall not be 
exceedoel. 

( 3 ) Effective measures shall be taken in every factory to ensure that the 
Bafe working peripheral speed of every revolving vessel, cage , basket, flywheel, 
pulley , dise or uimilar appliance driven by power is not exceeded . 

31 . Pressure plant. - -( 1) If in any fnctory nny part of the plant or machinery 
used in a manufacturing process is operated at a pressure above atmospheric 
pressure , effective mcosujes shall be taken to cusure that the safe working 
pressure of such part is not exceeded . 

(2 ) The Provincial Government may make rules providing for the examin 
ation and testing of any plant or machinery such as is referred to in sub -8ec 
tion ( 1) and prescribing such othor safety meusures in relation thereto as may 
in its opinion be necessary in any factory or class or description of factories . 
82 . Floors , stairs , and means of acce88. — In cvery factory , 

(a ) all floors , steps, stairs , pagsages and gangways shall be of sound 
construction and properly inaintained , and where it is necessary to ensure 
safety . steps, stairs , passages and gungways shall be provided with sub

(b ) thero shall , so far as in reasonably practicable , be provided and 
maintained safe meang of access to every place at which any person is at 
any time required to work . 

83 . Pita , sumps , openings in floors , etc . -- In every factory every fixed 
veggel, suinp , tank , pit or opening in the ground or in a floor which , by reason 
of its depth , situation , construction or contents , is or may be a source of 
danger , shall be either securely covered or securely fenced , 

34 . Exceeglve woights . - (1 ) No person shall be employed in any factory 
to lift , carry or move any load so heavy as to be likely to cause him injury . 

( 2 ) The Provincial Government may make rules prescribing the maximum 
weights which may be lifted , carried or moved by adult men , adult women , 
adolescents and children employed in factories or in any class or description 
of factories or in carrying on any specified process . 

86 . Protection of eye8 . - In respect of any such manufacturing process 
carried on in any factory as may be prescribed, being a process which involves - - 

( 1) special risk of injury to the eyes from particles or fragments thrown 
off in the course of the process , or 

( b ) risk to the eyes by rouson of cxposure to excessive light, 
the Provincial Government may by rules require that cffective screens or anit 
able goggles shall be provided for the protection of persons employed on , 
in the inmediate vicinity of, the process . 

36 . Precautions against dangerous fumes . — ( 2 ) In any fnctory no person 
shall enter or be permitted to enter any chamber , tanh , vat, pit , pipe, fluc or 
other confined space in which dangerouy fumes are likely to be present to such 
an extent as to involve risk of persons being overcome therehy, unless it is 
provided with a manhole of adequate size or other effective means of egress . 
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(2 ) No portable elcetric light of voltage excecding twenty -four volts shall 
be perinitted in any factory for use inside any confined space such as is refer 
red to in sub -section ( 1) , and where the fumes present are likely to be inflam . 
mable, no lump or light other than of Aajne- proof construction shall be per . 
mitted to be used in such confined space . 

(3 ) No person in any factory shall enter or be permitted to enter any con 
fined spaco such as is reforred to in sub - section ( 1) until all practicablo mea 
sures have been taken to remove any fumes which may be present and to pre 
vent any ingress of fumos and unless either 

(a ) a certificate in writing has been given by a competent person , 
based on a test carried out by himself , that the space is free from dangerous 
fumes and fit for persons to enter , or 

(b ) the worker is wearing suitable breathing apparatus and ņ belt 
socurely attached to a rope , the free end of which is held by a person 
standing outside the confined space . 

(4 ) Suitable breathing apparatus, reviving apparatus and belts and ropes 
shall in every fnotory be kept ready for instant use beside any such con 
fined space as aforesaid which any person has cntered , and all guch apparatus 
shall be periodically examined and certified by a competent person to be fit 
for use ; and a sufficient number of persons employed in every factory shall be 
trained and practised in the use of all such apparatus and in the method of 
restoring respiration . 

(6 ) No person shall be permitted to enter in any factory any boiler fur 
nace , boiler flue , chamber tank , vat, pipe or other confined space for the pur 
pose of working or making any examination therein until it has been sufficiently 
cooled by ventilation or otherwise to be safe for persons to enter , 

(6 ) The Provincial Government may make . rules prescribing the minimum 
dimensions of the manholes referred to in sub -section ( 1) , and muy by order 
in writing exempt , subject to such conditions as it may think fit to 
impose , any fuctory or class or description of factorios from compliance with 
any of the provisions of this section . 

87 . Explosivo or inflammable dust , gag , etc .- ( 1) Whero in any factory 
any manufacturing process produces dust, gas , fume or vapour of such character 
and to such extent as to be likely to explode on ignition , all practicable meu 
bures shall be taken to prevent any such explosion by 

( 4 ) effective enclosure of the plant or nichinery used in the process ; 

(b ) removal or prevention of the accumulation of such dust, gas , 
fume or vapour; 

(c) oxclusion or effective enclosure of all possible sources of ignition . 
(2 ) Where in any factory the plant or machinery used in a process such as 
ig referred to in sub -scotion ( 1) is not so constructed as to withstand the pro 
bable pressure which such an explosion as aforesaid would produce , all praoti 
cable measures shall be taken to restrict the spread and effects of the explosion 
by the provision in the plant or machinery of chokes , baffles , vonts or other 
effective appliances 

(3 ) Where any part of the plant or machinery in a factory contains any 
explosive or inflammable gas or vapour under pressure greater than atmog. 
pheric pressure , that part shall not be opened except in accordance with the 
following provisions , namely :-- 

(a ) before the fastening of any joint of any pipe connected with the 
part or the fastening of the cover of any opening into the part is loosened , 
any flow of the gas or vapour into the part or any such pipe shall be effect 
ively stopped by a stop -valve or other incang ; 

( b ) before any such fastening as aforesaid is removed , all practicable 
meagures shall be taken to reduce the pressure of the gas or vapour in the 
part or pipe to atmospheric pressure ; 
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(0 ) where any such fastening as aforesaid has been loosened or re 
moved , effective measures shall be taken to prevent any explosive or 
inflammable gas or papour from entering the part or pipe until the fristen 
ing has been secured , or , as the case may be , securely replaced : 


Provided that the provisions of this sub - section shall 110t apply in the case 
of plant or inachinery installed in the open air , 


(4 ) No plant, tank or vessel which contains or has contained any explosivo 
or inflammable subslance shall bo subjected in any factory to any welding , 
brazing , soldering or cutting operation which involves the application of heat , 
unless adequate meusures havo first been taken to removo such substance and 
any fumes arising therefroin or to render such substance and fumes non - ex 
plogive or non - inflammable , and no such substance shall be allowed to enter 
such plant, tank or vessel after wy such operation until the metal has cooled 
sufficiently to provent any risk of igniting the substance . 

(5 ) The Provincial Governinent may by rules exempt , subjeot to such condi 
tions as may be prescribed , any faotory or class or description of faotories . 
from compliance with all or any of the provisions of this section . 

88 . Precautions in case of fire. — ( 1) Every factory shall be provided with 
such means of escape in case of fire as may be prescribed , and if it appears. 
to the Inspector that any factory is not 80 provided , he may serve on the 
manager of the factory an order in writing specifying the measures which , in 
his opinion , should be adopted to bring the factory into conformity with the 
provisions of this section and any rules made thereunder, and requiring them 
to be carried out before a date specified in the order. 

(2 ) In every factory the doors affording exit from any room shall not be 
looked or fastened so that they cannot be easily and immediately opened from 
the inside while any person is within the room , and all such doors , unless they 
Are of the sliding type , shall be constructed to open outwardą . 

( 3 ) In every factory, every window , door or other exit affording a means 
of oscapo in CASH of fire , other than the manng of exit in ordinary usc , shall 
bo distinctively marked in a language understood by the majority of the work 
ers and in red letters of adequate size or hy some other effective and clcarly 
understood sign , 

( 1) Thore shall be provided in every factory effective and clearly audible 
means of giving warning in case of fire to every person employed in the factory , 

(5 ) A free passage-way giving access to ench mcans of escape in caso of 
fire shall be maintained for the use of all workers in every room of a factory . 
(6 ) Effective measures shall be taken to ensure that in every factory , 

(a ) wherein more than twenty workers are ordinarily employed in 
any place above the ground floor, or 

(b ) wherein explosive or highly inflammable materials are used or 
stored , 
all the workers are familiar with the means of escape in case of fire and have 
been adequately trained in the routine to be followed in such case , 

(% ) The Provincial Government may make rules prescribing , in respect of 
any factory or class or description of factories , the means of escape to be pro 
vided in case of fire and the nature and amount of fire - fighting apparatus to be 
provided and maintained . 

39 . Power to require specifications of defective parts or tests of stability . 
If it appears to the Inspector that any building or part of a building or any 
part of the ways , machinery or plant in a factory is in such a condition that 
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it may be dangerous to human lite or safety , he may serve on the manager of 
the factory an order in writing requiring him before a specified data 

(a ) to furnish such drawings , specifications and other particulars as 
may be nechsbury to determine whether such building, wave , machinery 
or plant can be used with safety, or 

(b ) to carry out such tests as may be necessary to determine the 
strength or quality of any specified parts , and to inform the Inspector of 
the results thereof . 

40 . Safety of buildings and machinery . - (1) If it appears to the Inspoctor 
that any building or part of a building or any part of the waya , machinery 
or plant in a factory is in such a condition that it is dangerous to human life 
or safety , hy may servo on the manager of the factory an order in writing speci. 
fying the measures which in h s opinion should be adoptel, and requir ng them 
to be carried out before a specified date . 

( ) If it appours to the Inspector that the use of any building or part of a 
building or any part of the wuys, machinery or julunt iji a factory involves 
imminent dunger to human lify or safety , he may serve on the manuger of 
the factory an order in writing prohibiting its use until it has been properly 
repaired or alterod . 

41 . Power to make rules to supplement this Ohapter . — The Provincial Gov . 
ernment may make rules 

(a ) requiring the provision in any factory or in any class or vicecription 
of factories of such further devices for securing the safety of persong em 
ployed thorein as it inay deem necessary ; 

(b ) providing for any other matter which may be expedient in order 
ho give effect to the provisions of this Chapter . 

CHAPTER V 


WELFARE 


12 . Washing facilities . - ( 1) In every factory 

(a ) adequate and suitable facilities for washing shall be provided and 
maintained for the use of the workers therein ; 

(b ) separate and adequately screened facilities shall be provided for 
the use of male and female workers ; 

(0 ) such facilities shall be conveniently accessible and shall be kept 


clean , 


( 2 ) The Provincial Government may , in respect of any factory or class or 
description of factories or of any inanufacturing process , prescribe standards 
of adequate and suitable facilities for washing , 

43 . Facilities for storing and drying clothing . The Provincial Government 
may, in respect of any factory or class or description of factories, make rules 
requiring tho provigion therein of suitable places for keeping clothing not worn 
during working hours and for the drying of wet clothing. 

44 . Facilities for sitting . – ( 1) In every factory suitable arrangements for 
sitting shall be provided and maintained for all workers obliged to work in a 
standing position , in order that they may take advantage of any opportunities 
for rest which inny occur during the course of their work . 

( 2 ) If, in the opinion of the Chief Inspector , the workers in any factory 
engaged in a particular manufacturing procons or working in a particular room 
are able to do their work efficiently in a sitting position , he may , by order in 
writing , require the occupior of the factory to provide before a specified dato 
such seating arrangements as may be practicable for all workers so engaged or 
working 


f, in the opinion of thfacturing procons or position , he may, by fond date 
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(3 ) The Provincial Government may, by notification in the official Gazette , 
declar that the provisions of sub -section ( 1 ) shall not apply to any specified 
factory or class or description of factories or to any specified manufacturing 
process . 

45 . First -aid appliances . -- ( 1 ) herc shall in every inctory he provided and 
maintained so as to be readily accessible during all working hourg first -aid boxes 
or cupboards equipped with the prescribed contents , and the numbor of such 
boxes or cupboards to bo providod and maintained shall not be less than ono for 
every one hundred and fifty workers ordinarily cmployed in the factory . 

(2 ) Nothing except the prescribed contents shall be kept in the boxes and 
Cupbourds referri- l to in sub -section (1 ), and all such boxes and cupboards shall 
be kept under the charge of a responsible person who is trained in first -aid treat 
ment and who shall always be available during tho working hours of the factory. 

( 3) In cvery factory wheroin more than one thousand workers are ordinarily 
c mploved there shall be provided and muiltawed an anibuluen l oom or dis 
pensary of the prescribed sizo, containing the prescribed equipment and in the 
charge of nucli medical and nursing supervisory staff as may be prescribed . 

46 . Canteens. — ( 1) The l rovincial Govenient may make rules requiring 
that in any specified factory wherein more than two hundred and fifty workers 
& re ordinarily employed , an adequate canteen shall be provided and maintained 
for the use of the workers . 

( 2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power , such rules 
may provide for 

(a) the date by which such canteen shall be provided ; 

(b ) the standards in respect of construction , accoumodation , furniture 
and othor equipment of the canteen ; 

Try the foodstuell s tes lie wrveil therein and the changes in locis ne, he 
made therefor ; 

( 11 ) representation of the workmen in the management of the cantecn ; 

( o ) cnabling, subject to such conditions, if any, ns may be prescribed , 
the power to make rules under clausc (c ) to be oxercised also by the Chief 
Inspector. 

47 . Shelters and rest looms. - - 11 ) In er ry factor whirrin Ilore than one 
hundred and fifty workers are ordinarily employed , adoquate and suitable 
shelters or rest rooms shall be provided and maintained for the use of the 
workers : 

Provided that any canteen mointnjied in accordance with the provisions of 
section 46 shall be regarded as part of the accommodation required by this 
Ecction . 

(2 ) The shelters or rooms required to be provided by sub -section ( 1) shall be 
bufficiently lighted aud ventilated ond sliall be minintained in a cool and clean 
condition 
( 3 ) The Provincial Government may 

( a ) prescribc the standards in inspel of construction , occommodation , 
furniture and other pruipment of sbor It 7" on rest rooms to be provided 
under this section ; 

(6 ) la notification is the officii poti pus -oopt ans factors or clash or 
Mocchitinn of factories in the 2011 nigri ilin section 
" Orechee - ( I ) In rutul , int poi 

illallis livelin IS 
MPL ordinarily employed there slınll ho nriII. ord inaintained a suitable room 
ur rooms for the use of children under the age of six years belonging to such 


Tomen . 
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( 2 ) Such rooms shall provide adequate accommodation , ghall be adequately 
lighted and ventilated , shall be maintained in a clean and sanitary condition and 
shall be under the charge of women trained in the care of children and infants . 
(3 ) The Provincial Governmentmy make rules 

( a ) prescribing the location and the standards in respect of construo . 
tion , accommodation , furniture and other equipment of rooms to be provid 
ed under this section ; 

(b ) requiring the provision in factories to which this section applies 
of Additional facilities for the care of children belonging to women workers , 
including suitable provision of facilities for washing and changing their 
clothing ; 

(0) requiring the provißion in any factory of froe milk for such children ; 

(d ) requiring that facilities shall be given in any factory for the motherm 
of such children to fecd them at the necessary intervals . 

49 . Welfare officers , - ( 1 ) 11 11 lusphet of any resort wherein niore than five 
hundred workery aro ordinarily croployed , the Chief Inspector by order in writing 
served on the occupier of tho factory so directs , there shall be einployed in the 
factory such number of officers 118 may be specificd in the order, charged with 
the duty of supervising the welfare of the workers employed in the factory . 

(2 ) The Provincinl Governmeut nay by rulus proscribe the duties , qualifica 
tions and conditions of servico of officers employed in accordance with an order 
under sub -section ( 1) : 

l rovided that in prescribing the conditions of service of such ofticers regard 
shall he had to the conditions of service of other officers employed in & super 
visory capacity in tho factory . 

30 . Power to make rules to supplement this Ohapter . The Provincial Gov 
erument may make rules 

(a ) exempting , subject to compliance with such alternative arrange 
ments for the welfare of workers ag may be prescribed , any factory or class 
or description of factories from compliance with any of the provisions of this 
Chapter ; 

(6 ) requiring in any factory or class or description of factories that 
representatives of the workers employed in the factory shall be associated 
in the management of arrangements for the welfare of the workers ; 

(o ) providing for any other matter which may be expedient in order to 
give effect to the provisions of this Chapter . 


CHAPTER VI 


WORKING HOURS OF ADULTA 


81. Weekly hours . — No arlult worker shall be employed in n fuctory for more 
than forty - eight hours in any week : 

Provided that an adult male worker in a factory who is engaged in work 
which for technical reasons must be continuous throughout the day may te 
employed for fifty -six hours in a week , 

52 . Weekly holidays . - ( 1 ) No Adult worker shall he employed in a factory on 
& Sunday unless 

(a ) he has lind or will have n bol clay for a 1 hole day on one of the three 
dayo immediately before or after that Sunday , and 
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(b ) the manager of the factory bas , before that Sunday or the substi. 
tuted day , whichever is earlier , 

(i) delivered a notice to the office of the Inspector of his intention

CHAPTER X 


PENALTIES AND PROCEDURE

of any rulo made thereunder or of any order in writing given thereunder , the 
occupier and inanager of the factory shall each be guilty of an offence and 
punishable with imprisonment for & term which may extend to three months 
or with fine which may extent to five hundred rupees or with both , and if the 
contravention is continued after conviction , with a further fine which may 
extend to seventy - five rupees for each day on which the contravention is so 
continued : 

Provided that if both the occupier and manager are convicted , the aggre 
gate of the fines inficted on them in respect of the same contravention shall not 
exceed the amounts specified in this section . 

93 . Liability of owner of premises in certain circumstances . - Where in any 
premises separate buildings , or in any building separate parts of tihe building 
or separate parts of anv room therein are loaned or occupied by different persons 
in such u manner ng to constitute separato factories , the owner of tho premises 
or building , as the case may be , shall be liablo, in the stead of the occupier 
of the factory for any contravention in , or in respect of , any part of the premises 
or building which is used as a factory , of , 

(a ) the provigions of Chapter III or of any rules made thercunder ; 


( b ) the provisions of Chapter IV or of any rules made thereunder, 
except in go for as they relate to plant or machinery belonging to or 
supplied by the occupier of the factory ; 
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(c ) the provisions of Chapter V or of any rules inadu thereunder , and 
in coniputing for the purposes of any of the provisions mentioned in this 
clause the number of workers employer , the whole of the promises or 
building, as the cure may be , shall be deemed to be a single factory .

Whoever wilfully obstructs an 
Inspector in the exercise of any power conferred on him by or under this Act , 
or fails to produce on demand by an Inspector any registers or other documents 
in his custody kept in pursuance of this Act or of any ruleg made thereunder , 
or conceals or prevents any worker in a factory from appearing before, or 
being examined by, an Inspector , shall be punishable with imprisonment for 
a term which may extend to three months or with fine which may extond 
to fivo hundred rupces or with both .

(2 ) No Court inferior to that of a Presidency Magistrate or of a Magistrate 
of the first class shall try any offence punishable under this Act . 

107 . Limitation of prosecutions. - No Court shall take cognizance of any 
offence punishable under this Act unless complaint thereof is made within six 
months of the date on wbich the alleged commission of the offence came to the 
knowledge of an Inspector : 

Provided that wbere the offence consists of disobeying a written order made 
by an Inspector, complaint thereof may be made within twelve months of the 
date on which the offence is alleged to have been committed . 

CHAPTER XI 

SUPPLEMENTAL

by an Inspector has been served under the provisions of this Act or the occupier 
of the factory inay , within thirty - days of the service of the order, uppoal against 
it to the prescribed authority, and such authority may, subject to rules made 
in this behalf by the Provincial Government , confirm , modify or reverse the 
order,

( 3 ) Subject to such rules us the Provincial Goverjiment may make in this 
behalf and subject to such conditions as to partial compliance or the adoption 
of temporury measures as the appellato authority Thay in any case think fit to 
impose , the appellate authority may, if it thinks fit , suspend the order appealed 
Against pending the decision of the appeal. 

109 . Display of notices .-— ( 1) In addition to the notices roquired to be dis 
plaved in any factory by or under this Act , there shall be displayed in every 
factory a notico containing such abstraots of this Act and of tho rules made 
therounder as may be prescribed , in English and in a language understood by 
the majority of the workers in the factory . 

( 2) All notices required by or under this Act to be displayed in a factory 
shall be displayed at some conspicuous and convenient place at or near the 
main entrance to the factory , und shall be maintained in a clean and legible 
condition . 

( 3) The Chief Inspector may , by order in writing served on the manager 
of any factory , require that there shall be displayed in the factory any other 
notice or poster relating to the hoalth , safety or welfare of the workers in the 
factory

111 . Returns . — The Provincial Goverunnent may make rules requiring ooou 
piers or managers of factories to submit such returns , occasional or periodical, 
18 may in its opinion be required for tho purposes of this Act .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS . 
The existing law rulating to the regulation of labour employed in factories in 
India is embodied in the factories Act , 1984 . Experience of the working of the 
Act has revealed a number of detects und weaknesses which hamper effective 
administration . Although the Act has been amended in certain respects in a 
piece -meal fashion whenever some particulur aspect of labour safety or welfare 
absumed urgent importance , the general framework has remained unchanged . 
The provisions for the safety , health and welfare of workers are generally found 
to be inadequate and unsatisfactory , and even such protection as is provided 
does not extend to the large mags of workers einployed in work - places not covered 
by the Act . In view of the large and growing industrial activities in the country , 
a radical overhauling of the l actories law is ( maentially called for and cannot be 
delayed . 

The proposed legislation differs materially from the existing law in several 
respects . Some of the important features are herein mentioned . Under the 
definition of " Factory " in the Act of 1984 , several undertakings are excluded 
from its scope but it is essential tlint important basic provig ons relating to 
health , working hours , holidays , ligbting and ventilation , should be extended 
to all work -places in view of the unsatisfactory state of affairs now prevailing in 
unregulated factories. Further the present distinction between seasonal and 
porennial factories which hur little justification has been done away with . The 
minimum ago of employment for children has been raised from 12 to 13 and 
their working hours reduced from 0 to 17 , with powers to Provincial Govern 
ments to prescribe even a higher minimum age for employment in hazardous 
undertakings . 

The present Act is very general in character and leuves too much to the rule 
making powers of the Provincial Governments . While some of thein do have 
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rules of varying stringency , the position on the whole is not quite satisfactory . 
This defect is fought to be remedied by Inying down clearly in the Bill itself the 
minimum requirements regarding health (cleanliness , ventilation and tempera 
ture , dangerous dusts and fumes , lighting and control of glare , etc .), safety (eye 
protection , control of explosive and inflammable dusts , etc .), and general wel 
fare of workers (washing facilities , first aid , canteens , shelter rooms, creches , 
etc .) amplified , where necessary , by rules and regulations to be prescribed by 
Provincial Governments . 

Further the present Act leaves importnnt and complex points to the discretion 
of Inspectors placing hevy responsibility on them . In view of the specialised 
and hazardous nature of the processC9 employed in the factories , it is too much 
to expect Inspectors to possess an expert knowledge of all these matters . The 
detailed provisions contained in the Bill will go a long way in lightening their 
burden . 

Some difficulties experienced in the administration of the Act, especially 
rolating to hours of employment , holidays with pay, ctc . , have been met by 
making the provisions more detinit und clearor . The penalty clauses have also 
been simplified . An important provision has also heen made in the Bill 
empowering l’rovincial Governments to require that every factory should be 
registered and should take a license for working to be renewed at periodical 
intervals . Provincial Governments are further heing ( mpowered to require that 
before a new factory in ronstructor or any extensions are made to an existing 
one, the plans , designs and specifications of the proposed construction should 
receive their prior approval. 

It is expected that the Bill when pacted into law will considerably Advance 
the condition of workers in factories 

The substantinl changes made in the existing law are also jpdiented in the 
Notes on Clau8c8 . Opportunity has also been taken to rearrange the existing 
law and to revise expressions , where necessary ,

29. Fund of the Corporation . — ( 1) Tho ( orporation shall have its own Fund 
and all receipts of the Corporation shall be carried thereto and all payments hy 
the Corporation shall be made therefrom . 

(2 ) Except as may otherwise be directed by the Central Government , all mone 78 
bolo iging to that Fund sball be deposited in the Reserve Bank of India or the Imperial 
Baik of India or invested in such securities as nay learrcredly the Cent al 
Gover ment, 
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30 . Llabilities of participating Governments to provide capital to the Corpo 
ration . The participating Covernments shall, as heroinafter specified , provide the 
entiro capital required by the Corporation for the completion of any project under 
takon by it. 

31. Payment by participating Government on specified date . Each participating 
Government shall provide ita sbare of the capital on tho datos specified by the Cor 
poration and if any Government fails to provide such share on such dates the Cor 
poration may raise loan to make up the deficit at the cost of the Governmont 
concerned . 

32. Allocation of expenditure chargeable to project on main objects . — The 
total capital expenditure cbargeable to A project shall be allocated between the three 
main objects, namely , irrigation , power and flood control as follows , namely : 

( 1) expenditure solely attributable to any of these objects, including a pro . 
portionate share of overhead and general charges , shall be charged to that object, and 

(2 ) expenditure common to two or more objects, including a proportionate 
share of overhead and general charges , shall be allocated to each of auch objects 
in proportion to the expenditure which , according to the estimate of tho Corpora . 
tion , would have boon incurrod in constructing a separate structure solely for 
that object, loss any amount dotermined under clause ( 1) in respect of that objeot. 

33. Capital for irrigation . The total amount of capital alloouted to irrigation 
shall be shared between the ProvincialGovernmonts as follows, namely : 

(1 ) tho Government concerned shall be responsiblo for the capital cost of 
the works constructed exclusively for irrigation in its Province ; and 

( 2 ) the capital cost under irrigation for both the Provinces of Bihar and West 
Bengal shall be shared by the Provincial Governments in the proportion of thoir 
guaranteed annuul off- lakes of water for agricultural purposes : 

Provided that the divisible capitrl cost under this clause shall be provision 
ally shared botween them in uccordance with thoir previously doclared inten 
tions regarding their rospective guaranteed off-takch and any payments made 
accordingly shall be adjustod after tho determination of the guaranteed off -takes . 

34 . Capital for power.- - The total amount of capital allocated to power shall be 
shared equally betwoon tho three participating Governments . 

35. Capital for flood control. — The total umount of capital up to fourteen crores 
of rupees allocated to flood control shall boshared equally botween the Contral Coy . 
ernment and tho Provincial Government of West Bengal and any amount in 
excess thereof shall be paid only by the ProvincialGovernment of West Bengal. 

36 . Disposal of profits and deficits . — (7 ) Subject to tho provisions of sub -section 
( 2 ) of section 39 , tho not profit , if any, attributable to each of the three main objects , 
namely , irrigation , power and food control, shall be credited to the partioipating 
Goveri monta in proportion to their respective shares in the total capital cost attri. 
hutod to that objcct . 

(2 ) The net deficit in respect of any of the objects shall be made good by the 
Governments conocrnod in the proportion specified in sub -noction ( 1) : 

Provided that the net doficit in respect of flood control shall bemade good en 
tirely by the Provincial Government of West Bengal and the Contral Government 
shall have no share in such deficit. 

37. Payment of interest . — The ( orporation shall pay interest on tho amount 
of capital providod by each participating Government at such rate as may , from time 
to time, be fixed by the CentralGovernment. 

38 . Interest charges and other expenses to be added to and receipts taken for 
reduction of capital cost . -- For such period , not exceeding fifteen years , as the Cor 
poration runs in deficit the interent charges and other expenses shall bo added to the 
capital cost aid all receipta shull betalen ini seduction of such capital cost . 
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39 . Provisior, for depreciation ard reserve and other funds . - ( 1) The Corporation 
shall make provision for depreciation and for reserve and other funds at such rates 
and on such teims as may be specified by the Auditor General of India in consulta 
tion with the Central Government . 

(2 ) The net profit for the purposes of section 36 shall be determined after such 
provision has been made. 

40 . Corporation s share in betterment levy by Provir , ciel Governments . - In 
the event of any bettermont levy being imposed by a Provincial Government, the 
proportionate proceeds thereof in so far as they are attributable to the operations of 
the Corporation shall be credited to the Corporation . 

41. Borrowing of money . — The Corporation may , with the approvalofthe Contra 
Government , borrow money in the open market or otherwise for the purposes of carry . 
ing out its functions under this Act . 

42. Exemption of the Corporation and participating Goveramonts from Central 
taxatio .- -Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for tho timo being 
in force , tho Corporation shall bo exemptod from liability to pay any tax on income, 
corporation tax o any other like tax levied by the Central Government and the 
participating Govornmonts shall also hooxempt from liability to pay any such tax in 
respeot of any profits distributed to them by the Corporation . 

43 . Budget. - ( 1 ) The Corporation shall in Outober vach your preparo in such 
form as muy be prēscribed a budgot for tho next financial your showing the estima . 
tod receipts and expendituro and the amounts which would be required from each of 
the three participating Governments during that financial year. 

( 2 ) Printod copies of the budget shall be made available to each of the three 
participating Governments by the 15th day of November each your . 

44 . Annual Röport. - ( 1 ) The Corporation shall preparo , in suoh form as may be 
proscribed , an annual roport withi : six months after tho ond of each financial year 
giving a truo and faithfulaccount of its activitios during the previous financial year , 
with particular roference to 

(i) irrigation ; 
(ii) water supply ; 
(iii ) electrical energy ; 
( iv ) flood control ; 
(v ) navigation ; 
(vi) afforestation ; 
(vii) soil erosion ; 
( viii ) use of lands ; 
(ix ) resettlement of displaced population ; 
(..) sanitation and public health moayures ; 
(xi ) ooonomic and socialwelfare of tho people living in tho area of operation . 

(2 ) The annual roport shall also give a true and faithful account of the income 
and oxpendituro during the revious financial yoar , the net amounts attributable 
to each of the three main objects and thedistribution of the capital cost between the 
thru putioinatig Givo ime its and show the progressive totale from the inception 
of the Corporation and the up to date financial rosults . 

(3 ) Tho payments provisionally made by each of the three participating Govern 
ments on the basis of tho budget estimatos shall be adjusted as soon as possible in 
accordance with the allocation made in the annual report . 

( 1 ) Printed copies of the annual report shall be made available to each of tho 
three participating Governments by tho 15th day of October each year . 

45 . Other annual ina joial statements. — ( 1) Tho Corporation shall also prepare 
şuoh other annusl financial statements in such form and by such dates as may be 
prescribed . 
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(2 ) Printed copies of eqoh such annual finanoial statement shall be made 
available to each of the three participating Govornments by such date as may be 
prescribed . 

46 . Accounts and Audit.-- - The accounts of tho Corporation shall be maintained 
and audited in such manner as may be prescribed .

47. Directions by the Central Government. - ( 1) In discharge of its funotions 
the Corporation shall be guidod by such instructions on questions of policy As nay 
be given to it by tho Central Governmont. 

( 2 ) If any dispute arisos between the Contral Government and the Corporation 
as to whether a question is or is not a question of polioy , the decision of the Central 
Government shall be finul. 

48 . Disputes between the Corporation and Governments. - Savo as otherwise

(h ) prescribing punishment for breach of any regulation .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Damodar river riges in western Bihar and flows generally in a south 
easterly direction into Bengal. It is a seasonal river having a large flow of water 
during the rains which , a part from being generally wasted , at times causes 
great damage to life and property . It is now proposed to harness the 
water of this river and some of its tributaries and utilise it in multiple develop 
ment of the Damodar Valley and tho adjoining area . 

2 . This Bill seeks to set up a Corporation , called the Damodar Valley Corpora 
tion on the lines of the Tennoggen Valley Authority in the U . S . A . It will be an 
autonomous body within the framework of the enactment , Its objects, constitution 
and powers are laid down in tho Bill . Briefly , its main function will be to control 
flood in the Damodar, generate eleotric power for distribution and provide water for 
irrigation and other purposes . In addition , tto Corporation will ondeavour to promote 
economic development of the Damodar Valley and the adjoining areas . It will consist 
of three members including the chairman , These three members and the secret 
ary and treasurer will be appointed by the Central Government . The Corporation 
will have power to acquire land and construct or cause to bo oonstruoted such 
dams, barrages, reservoira , power houses and power struoturos , eleotrioal trans 
mission lines , irrigation and navigation works as may be necessary . The capital 
required by the Corporation will be provided by the Central Government and the 
Governments of Bihar and West Bengal. The profits and losses will be 
distributable between these three Governments in certain agreed proportions . 

3 . The provisions of this Bill are designed to give effect to the broad out . 
lines of the agreement reached between the throe Governments ooncerned .

- The chairman and the two members of the Corporation will 
be appointed by the Contral Govemment after consultation with tho Provincial 
Governments . The mombers will be wholo - timo servants of the Corporation and 
their remuneration and other conditions of service will be prescribed by the Central 
Government under their rule -making power . 

Tho gocrotury and tho trousurer will also be appointed by the Central Govern 
ment and the conditions of their service will also be prescribed by the Central 
Government under thoir rule -making power, 

Chuge 11. — The jurisdiotion of the Corporation will be the Damodar Valley 
und duoh othor areas may be notitied by the CentralGovernmont ulter consultation 
with the ProvincialGovernmunts us the area of operation . 

Clause 18 . - - This clause deals with the funotions of the Corporation . The three 
main functions will be flood control, irrigation and gonoration of power , and 
through these the Corporution will endeavour to promote the agricultural, industrial, 
moonomio and public hoalth development of tho area within its operation , 

Clause 14 . - The bulk supply rate of water for irrigation is to be fixed by the 
Corporation after consultation with tho Provincial Governmonte ooncerned . Similar 
ly , the Provincial Govornments will fix the rato of water supply to the cultivators 
After consultation with the Corporation . The object is that the ratos fixed aro 
reasonable and do not become a souroe of undue profit , 

Clause 18 . -- The Corporation shall have the exclusivo right to genorate , trans. 
mit and sell electrical energy in tho Damodar Valley at a pressure of 30 , 000 volt 
or more . In sub - clause (d ) an exoeption has , howover , been made whoroby the 
Provinoial Government (West Bengal) muy generate electrical energy within the 
Damodar Valley up to an aggregato capaoity of 10 ,000 kilowatts in the southern 
most part of the arou defined under the sub -olause. This area has been fixed in 
consultation with the West Bengal Governmont. 

Clause 19 . - Existing lioonges in conflict with olause 18 are to be revoked . 
There is provision for the Corporation either buying the undertaking or giving 
adequate compensation . 

Clause 21. - This clauso names a fow of tho other activities of the Corporation 
incidental to the functions of the Corporation . 

Clauses 22 . - 24 , - - Define certain powers of the Corporation which are necessary 
for its efficient funotioning , 

Clauses 25 and 26 . - Specifio directions are being given to the Corporation to 
undertake by its own activities and in co -operation with the partioipating Govern 
ments , to Quun as little inoonvenience and discomfort to the population affeoted by 
submergonoe and to avoid , as far as possible , submersion of coal and other mineral 
deposits and to secure maintenanoo of adequate supplies of band for stowing purposes 
in the coalmines , 

Clause 27. - All expenditure inourred by the Central Government in conneotion 
with the establishment of the Corporation up to the date of its establishment is 
to be treated as oapital of the Corporation provided by the CentralGovernment . 

Clause 32. - Undor this olause tho way the allooation of oapital expenditure , 
chargeablo to a projoot , between irrigation , power and flood control is to be made , 
has been laid down . It follows tho principle adopted by the T . V . A . and has been 
Accepted by tho three Governments ooncerned . 

Clauses 33_ - 35 . - The capital for irrigation is to be sharod between the two 
Provincial Governments and clause 33 lays down the manner in whioh this should 
bo done. The oapital for power will be shared equally between the three parti 
oipating Governments . The capital for flood oontrol will be shared by the Central 
Government and tho Government of West Bengal — the former s contribution being 
limited to Rs. 7 ororos . The intention is that the entire burden on this unproduotive 
portion of the projeot should not fall on the Government of West Bongal alone. 

Clause 38 . - It is not expected that the projeot would yield adoquate return in 
the first 15 years and it has therefore been provided that the interest charges and 
all other expenses within this period shall be added to the capital oost . 
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Clause 40 .- - The development of the Damodar Valley will add oonsiderably to 
the value of land and property in the area and it is felt that in the event of a better 
ment levy being imposed by a Provinoial Govornment a share thereof should go to 
the Corporation , 

Clause 12 , -- This is important but self -explanatory . 

Clauses 43 — 16 . - Deal with audit, accounts and reports. Specifio directions 
are being given on these points under these olauses . 

Clause 47.- While giving autonomy to the Corporation within the bounds laid 
down undor the Bill, the Central Government are retaining power to guide the 
Corporation by instruotions on questions of polioy . 

Clause 48 . - In keeping with this autonomy, provision is made for arbitration 
in any dispute between the Corporation and any of the participating Governmente . 

Olause 52 . - This clause lays down how a member can be removed . 

Clause 58.- — The Central Government are being given power to make rules 
on specifio items, 

Clause 59 . – This clause gives the Corporation power to make rogulations for 
oarrying out its funotions .

The only amendments we have made are in sub - olause ( 2 ) of clause 4 of 
the Bill and both the amendments are of a formal character .

The new houses in Delhi were excluded from the jurisdiction of the Delhi 
and Ajiner -Merwara Rent Control Act with a view to giving encouragement to 
the building activities of the public . 

The present Bill is sought to be enacted on the plea that the rents charged 
are in some cases excessive. The Government has not so far indicated how 
many new houbes have come into existence and what is the percentage of such 
cases in which exhorbitant rents have been charged . Anyhow the number of 
such houses cannot be very considerable . 

The institution of the lient Controller ws abolished by the Delhi and 
Ajiner -Merwaru Kent Control Act as it was notorious for corruption and mal 
practices and the jurisdiction of courts was substituted in ita atead . This Bill 
seeks to revive this institution again which was less than a year ago notched 
on account of disrepute and corruption . Further it is not comprehensible why 
the ordinary courts which are fully competent to decide similar disputes about

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the rest of the houges in Delhi should be deprived of jurisdiction as regards the 
now houses and a forum should be created for them . 

We do not agree with the view that the Bill having been sent to the 
Soleot Committee , it was beyond the purview of the Select Committee 
bo question the procedure envisaged in the Bill . The procedure prescribed in 
the Bill did not constitute the principle of the Bill to which the Select Com 
mittee or the House is committed . In our humble opinion there is no spe 
olal necessity to revive the institution of the Rent Controller and devibe a forum 
of special jurisdiction .

MINUTES OF DISSENT 

I 
I regret I cannot agree to the broad and unquulitied power confered by 
the provision relating to release from requisition on the competent authority 
for making such enquiry if any is ho muy in any case consider it necessary to 
make and specify by order the person to whom pobsession of the premises Bhall 
he given . 

In my humble opinion possession should ordinarily be restored to the person 
in such cases from whom the possession Hills originally taken . In case of 
death possession cou be inade over to his legal heirs . 

It he and his heirs are not traceable the possession can be made ovor to - 
the person found on enquiry to be best entitled to it . Of course declaration or 
decision by Court shall be binding on competent authority . Even Agrcement 
between tenant and landlord at the time of requisition or subsequent thereto 
con algo be given effect to . 

But in the absence of any judication by Court or agreement hetween 
persons entitled to loguession the general rule must be followed . It would be 
inost dangerous to Arm the competent slitbority - to arbitrarily decide and choose 
kuch perfunctory enquiry as it chooses to make or without any enquiry at all 
the person to whoni possession is to his given . 

In many cases the question of possession is of very great inportance in 
determining title and becomes a question of title . True the succeerling sub 
clause is designed to safe -gu :ird ilgainst any prejudice to the right of the person 
entitled to the property . 

It is unfortunately not fully renlised tlint in it but for possession the person 
out of possession has to show a better right is against the person in possession . 
The onus of proof which is su material in such cases will be placed on the person 
out of possession . 

If premises are requisitioncil fruin a person who hon heen in adverse possen 
sion for a period of 13 years and then after Inpe of 14 yeur s of roquisition they 
are returned not to the person from whom obsession was takon but to the 
person whom the competent authority considers better cntitled to possession 
the case of the person in wissession whose title wag in course of perfection would 
be projuclicod beyond measure and this unjustified interference in posnession 
and consequently title would injustifiably disturb the even tanor of legal rela 
tion relating to possession and title . Moreover the perion from whom the 
competent authority took possession shall he deprived of possession for such

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period as the litigation bangs on . Anyhow , it is not permissible to allow the 
Vagaries of the competent authority to gamble in matters of possession and 
title of persons whose only misfortune is that their premises happen to be requisi 
dioned , 

The power to evict from Government premises persons who have been living 
for a period of more than eight months, 2. 0 ., even before the Delhi and Ajmer 
Merwara Rent Control Act was passed as such tenants or otherwise without 
providing for their alternative accommodation is also drastic . 

The Government has acquiesoed in their long possession and by its conduok 
condoned subletting for such a long time. In fairness such persons should not 
be thrown on the streets when it is so diffioult to find accommodation pow in 
Dalhi. 

I am also of the opinion that while Government is arrogating to itself and 
ibe servante powers which are abnormal and arbitrary the Bill should not give 
more protection to the Government and its servants than usual

Section 11 of the Delhi Ajmer -Merwara Rent Control Act of 1947 already 
empowers the Government to requisition residential premiges in New Delhi 
It was the view of the Legislature that in so far as the requirements of the Foreiga 
Embassies were concerned , the powers given by the said Act were sufficient, 
In view of the high pressure on housing accommodation in Delhi which has 
further increased recently due to influx of refugees from Pakistan , a very large 
majority of whom are lodged in private houses, I strongly feel that there is not 
much goope for requisitioning of private buildings without causing great hard 
ships to the inhabitants of Delhi. I am therefore opposed to giving wide powers 
of requisitioning which the Bill seeks to give to the Government. In my humble 
opinion the scope of the Bill should be 80 restricted that : (a ) it may apply only 
Do residential premises of the rental value of Rs. 200 / - and over ; (b ) It should 
not apply to the houses ocoupied by landlords and their families for bona fido 
residential purposes ; ( 0 ) It should be obligatory on the part of the Gover 
ment to provide suitable alternative accommodation to the tenants who may 
be dispossessed by Government.

(iii) may order the landlord to execute necessary repairs or repairs 
usually made to premises in thut locality and as may be specified in the 
notice , within such tiine as inuy be mentioned therein and if the landlord fails 
to exccute any ropairs in pursuance of such order the conpetent authority 
may cause the repairs specified in the order to be executed at the expenge of 
the landlord and the cost theroof may, without prejudice to any other mode 
of recovery, be deducted from the compensation payable to the landlord ; 

(iv) shall restore the premises in as good coudition as they were in at the 
time when possession thcreof Was taken subject only to the changes oanged 
by reasonable wear and teur und irresistible force ; 

( % ) Where any premises requisitioned under this Act or any material part 
thereof , are wholly destroyed or rendered substantinlly and permanently unfit 
for the purpose for which they were let by reason of fire , tempest or food or 
violence of any army or of it inob or rither irresistible force , the requisition 
shall nt the option of the ( entral Government be void : 

Provided that if the injury is ouvusioned by the wrongful act or default of 
the Contro ] Government, the Central Government shall not be entitled to 
avail itself of the benefit of this section .

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11. Power to evict from Governmont promisos for breach of terms of 
tonancy . - ( 1) Where the person in oocupation of any premises belonging to , 
or taken on lease or requisitioned by the Central Governmont, sublets with 
out due authority the whole or any part of the premises or otherwise acta in 
contravention of any of the terms, express or implied , of his tenancy or other 
like relationship created by a grant from the Central Govemment in rempool 
of the premises , or where any person is in occupation of any such premises 
without the authority of the Central Government, the competent authority 
may by notice served by post or otherwise , order auch person or any other 
person found in occupation of the premises to vacate the premisos within ten 
days of the receipt of the notice . 

( 2) Any person aggrieved by an order under sub -section (1) may within 
boven days of the receipt thereof appeal in writing to the Chief Commissioner , 
who may , after calling for & report from the competent authority and after 
making such further inquiry , if any , as he thinks fit , pass an order determining 
- the appeal. 

( 3 ) Action may be taken under this section whether or not any proceeding . 
for possession are pending in respect of the premises , and upon such action

12 . Power to make mulos , - ( 1) The Central Government may , by notification 
in the official Gazette , make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Aot. 

(2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of the power conferred by sub 
section ( 1), rules made thereunder may provide for 

(a ) the procedure to be follower in arbitrations and appeals under 
section 4 ; 

(b ) the principles to be followed in apportioning the costs of proceed 
ings before the arbitrator and on appeal under section 4 ; 

(c ) the procedure to be followed by a competent authority in inquiries 
under section 5 ; 

(d ) for defining what are publio purposes ; 

(e) the procedure to be followed in taking possession of the premlees 
requisitioned ; 

(f) the manner of service of notices and orders . 

13 . Saving as to ordors.- - ( 1) Except as otherwise provided for in this Aot 
To order made in exercise of any power conferred by or under this Act shall 
be called in question in any Court . 

(2 ) Where an order purports to have been made and signed by any authority 
in exercise of any power conferred by or under this Act , A Court shall pre 
gume, within the meaning of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 (I of 1872 ), that 
mouch order was 60 made by that authority . 

14 . Protection of action taken under this Act. — (1) No suit, prosecution or 
other legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act or any order 
made thereunder . 

( 2) Save as is otherwise expressly provided in this Act , no suit or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Central Goverment for any damage 
caused or likely to be caused by anything in good faith done or intended to be 
done in pursuance of this Aot or any order made thereunder . 

18 . Application of other laws not barrod . - ( 1) The provisions of this Act 
- shall be in addition to and not in derogation of the provisions of the Delhi and 
Ajmer-Morwara Rent Control Act, 1947 (XIX of 1947 ) 
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( 0) The provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding anything 
* * contained in any other law or in any instrument having effoot by virtue 
of any other law . 

16 . Roponl. - ( 1) The Delhi Premises (Requisition and Eviction ) Ordinanoo . 
1947 (XII of 1947), and the Delhi Premises (Requisition and Eviction ) Amend 
ment Ordinance , 1947 (XXI of 1947), are hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Anything done or any action taken in exercise of any power conferred 
by or under either of the said Ordinances shall be deemed to have been done 
or taken in exercise of powers conferred by or under this Act as if this Act 
had commenced on the 19th day of August, 1947 .
